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SHINE UP YOUR SHADOW-BOX

_ DRAMATIC shadow-box has 
been re-discovered. Today’s deco- 
rators are using it as a glamorous 
back-drop for flower arrangements, 
pairs of figurines, a treasured doll, 
lacy valentines, and countless other 
whimsies. Smart shops are using 
them in display windows, presenting 
three-dimensional brightly colored 
scenes of skating on the old mill pond, 
sleighing parties, quaint villages, and 
other delightful little views, to catch 
the interest of the passerby. Which 
again proves the adage—“There is 
nothing new under the sun”. 

For a long time past, the shadow- 
box and its inseparable Victorian 
wreath, was considered a gloomy 
throw-back to Victorian days, and 
has been hidden far under the eaves. 
Now that a brighter day has dawned 
for the practical half of this versa- 
tile creation of a versatile age, it is 
interesting to learn a few facts as 
to the “why” of its former populari- 
ty. 

Contrary to popular belief, the in- 
tricate and  oft-times exquisite 
wreaths found in old shadow-boxes 
are seldom in memory of doleful oc- 
casions, but rather are tokens to pre- 
serve memories of some of the hap- 
piest of human experfences, ranging 
from birthdays right through to wed- 
ding anniversaries. Often too, they 
are the artistic expression of the 
young mistress in fashioning with 
her own hands, these colorful crea- 
tions for home decoration. Weeks 
upon weeks must have been spent in 
their making, The subjects ran from 
flower wreaths and arrangements, 
to wax fruits, and were intended for 
a prominent place on the parlor wall. 
Some too were made commercially. 

Several years ago it was my good 
fortune to come upon a splendid and 
representative collection of thirty of 
these old treasures, in the Oshkosh 
Public Museum, Oshkosh, Wisconsin, 
and you can well imagine my amaze- 
ment on studying them to note their 
wide scope. Just recently ten others 
have been added. These were the 


property of one family and comprise 
*. flourished in certain parts of Amer- 


a most unique record of family his- 
tory and sentiment, furnished by 
living descendents. 

Upon a recent visit there, Mr. Nile 
J. Behncke, director of this interes- 
ting museum, furnished me with 
many enlightening facts regarding 
them. As we came towards six dainty 
small shadow-boxes, arranged in a 
consecutive row, I noted that the

wreaths they contained were espec- 
ially light and airy, and I wanted to 
know all about them. With a smile 
Mr. Behncke urged the curator Mr. 
Arthur P. Kannenberg, the donor, to 
relate their history. To my surprise I 
learned that these wreaths had been 
worn in one family on various wed- 
ding anniversaries, from the wooden 
right through to the golden anniver- 
sary. The custom as related by Mr. 
Kannenberg is certainly well worth 
repeating. 

When the first five years of wed- 
ded life were accomplished, the wood- 
en anniversary was celebrated, with 
all the family in attendance, root 
and branch. The bride and groom 
would dress in their wedding finery, 
and upon the bride’s head would be 
placed a wreath composed of flowers 
and buds fashioned from delicate 
carvings of precious woods. The 
groom was presented with a bouton- 
niere of like material. A mock wed- 
ding ceremony followed. Then the 
feasting and merrymaking began. 
The high spot of the evening would be 
a shower of presents, all in wood, 
from furniture for the home to intric- 
ately carved small items, such as 
butter molds, boxes, rolling pins, etc. 
At the leavetaking, hearty wishes 
were expressed that health attend the 
couple, and promises made that all 
would return for the tenth or Tin an- 
niversary. When the last guest de- 
parted, the bride removed her wreath, 
the groom his boutonniere, and placed 
them within a waiting pretty shad- 
ow-box, later to be hung as a decora- 
tive feature. 

This custom was repeated upon 
successive anniversaries until, as the 
glorious golden anniversary rolled 
around, flower wreaths and bouton- 
nieres of ‘wood, tin, crystal, china, 
silver, and gold, each in its separ- 
ate dainty box, graced the home of 
the happy couple. As Mr. Kannen- 
berg eloquently described this cus- 
tom, I too sensed the wisdom of 
these gatherings of the clan, in that 
it tended to so closely knit family 
ties. This observance seems to have 


ica from about 1850 to the close of 
the century, and was contemporary 
with the vogue of the shadow-box for 
ornamentation. 

As we advanced from one beauti- 
ful example to another, I tried to im- 
agine their purpose, and was delight- 
ed to learn that many covered bap- 
tismal, confirmation, birthday, Christ- 
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mas and Easter gifts. Nothing dole- 
ful about them! The ingenuity ex- 
ercised in their making furnished me 
with plenty food for thought, and an 
interesting side-light on the inven- 
tive genius of our American people. 
Many of them were designed and ex- 
ecuted by farm wives, who used the 
homely but plentiful supply of seeds, 
grasses, and flowers, a_ bountiful 
mother nature provided, and these 
are al] the more interesting today, 
because of the wide range they cov- 
er. As for color combinations, they 
needed only to follow the lead of na- 
ture, all around them, in any seas- 
on of the year, to sense the shades 
and hues which harmonized and 
pleased the eye. 

One outstanding example is com- 
posed of seeds gathered from vege- 
table and flower gardens, dried, then 
applied in flower forms, ranging 
from daisies and sunflowers to the 
small and dainty garden flowers. 
The seeds have been carefully chos- 
en for appropriate natural color 
combinations. When finished, the 
flowers were covered with shellac as 
a preservative. This precaution of an 
earlier day has given them all the 
allure and pulling power of to-day’s 
last word in modern flowers. 

There is one exquisitely beautiful 
creation which must have completely 
warmed the young heart of the little 
bride. It is a gossamer-like breath 
of silky white flowers, with centers 
tinted in pink. It is made entirely 
from the fairy-like floss of the then 
lowly milkweed. No photograph can 
do it justice. Just imagine an ar- 
rested bit of fieecy cloud, shot 
through with delicate tints of pink. 
What an item for a decorator; This 
is a far cry through a span of sev- 
enty-five years, to the present day 
use of this same weed, in lieu of 
Kapok, to furnish an essential part 
of the “Mae West” jackets for our 
young flyers. 

Here hangs a wreath composed of 
colorful wool flowers, and next to 
it in direct contrast, a delicate one 
of fragile wax flowers. Still an- 
other is of creamy pearl beads 
whose leaves are of shiny satin. 
One, startling in its sheer simplic- 
ity, comprised a slender round of 
old fashioned morning glories, in 
shades of lavender, pink, and blue. 
Close inspection revealed that they 
were made from feathers plucked 


‘from snow-white barnyard fowl. The 


feathers were then cleansed and 
tinted. Between these lovelies, and 
the enchanting array of feather flow- 
ers displayed in today’s fashionable 
shops at top prices, hangs the mer- 
est thread. 

Next is a box containing an array 
of wax fruit in luscious live colors 
so compelling I am sure anyone 
would love to have it grace his din- 
ing room.

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to another specimen, this one made 
by his mother. It appeared to be 
woven of silken threads in subtle 
shades of sable, pale gold, and brown. 
Casually he explained that it was 
composed of the locks of the family, 
shorn by the barber as each boy 
graduated from dresses and long 
hair, to short pants and_ shorter 
hair. It was reinforced by the lux- 
urious tresses of the feminine mem- 
bers. He hastened to point out that 
this was in no sense a memorial 
wreath, for all were very much alive 
and kicking when it was made. Just 
as other mothers saved the curls from 
their young sons and proudly dis- 
played them on occasion, this mother 
wove them into an enduring picture. 

As to the shadow-boxes them- 
selves, sans contents, they were oft- 
en the art efforts of the male 
members of the family. Not to be 
outdone by their womenfolk, the 
men would carefully design and con- 
struct them, to be ready and wait- 
ing as seasonal gifts, when the 
precious wreaths were ready. The 
better ones, of course, were tailored 
in fine grained mahogany, enhanced 
by slender gold mouldings, Shapes 
of all kinds were used, squares, ov- 
als, oblongs, and complete circles. 
Two stand out vividly, and they must 
have taken all the spare time of 
their makers for weeks on end. One 
is completely covered with various 
sized pink sea shells, forming flow- 
ers. The other required the patience 
of a Job. What at first appeared to 
be intricate carving is in reality a 
collection of paper-thin discs of the 
butternut shell, apparently cut a- 
cross the center portion of the ripe 
nut. Literally hundreds of these 
discs were needed to complete the 
frame decoration. Who can deny that 
they were indeed a labor of love, 
spiked no doubt, with a generous 
dash of male vanity. 

So shine up your old shadow-box! 
Give it a new lease of life with a 
sample of your own ingenuity. Dust 
off the old wreath, and if that hus- 
band of yours is a chip off the old 
block, he’ll find a clever way to use 
the wreath, come holiday or anni- 
versary. If it is color you want, a 
few deft strokes of the brush in 
your favorite shade will transform 
it into something as modern as this 
morning’s newspaper.

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Souvenirs of Spies 
in America Form 


Museum Exhibit 


UE to the success of Hitler’s rub- 

ber-booted emissaries in landing, 
at least, on Long Island and New 
England shores, spy-conscious New 
Yorkers almost expect to come upon 
hatless, disheveled “agents provoc- 
ateurs” putting in at Coney Island 
or Flushing Bay. 

Is that a spy at your elbow, drink- 
ing your beer? No, but it might be, 
for during the several wars in which 
the United States has engaged, the 
common or unmonocled variety of 
spy has been often present, but rare- 
ly conspicuous except when dangling 
at the end of a rope. A display of 
mementoes of spies and spying on 
view in the New-York Historical So- 
ciety’s new military gallery, “Our 
GIs in Seven Wars,” will serve to 
illustrate this point. 

The most famous spies of the 
American Revolution were the Amer- 
ican captain, Nathan Hale, and the 
British major, John André. The brief 
career of Nathan Hale, the “Martyr 
Spy” of the Revolutionary War, from 
September 12, 1776 when he left the 
patriots’ camp on Harlem Heights to 
go behind the British lines on Long 
Island, to Sunday morning, Septem- 
ber 22, 1776, when he was hanged, 
is represented in the show by the 
record of his execution in a British 
orderly book. 

A painting by Percy Moran de- 
picts the capture of Major André at 
Tarrytown, New York, on September 
23, 1780. André, an adjutant-general 
of the British Army, had conferred 
with General Benedict Arnold at 
Haverstraw, and completed arrange- 
ments for Arnold’s betrayal of the

vital American fortifications at West 
Point. He then crossed the Hudson 
and began his ride back to Head- 
quarters in New York City. Before 
he reached his destination, he was 
stopped and searched by three Amer- 
ican militiamen, John Paulding, Isaac 
Van Wart, and David Williams, who 
found treasonable papers in his boot. 
Benedict Arnold escaped to the Brit- 
ish lines and to England, but André 
was court-martialed and hanged at 
Tappan, N. Y., on October 2, 1780. 
All three of his captors were award- 
ed silver medals for their service in 
saving West Point and two of these 
medals are on exhibit in the Society’s 
military gallery along with a watch 
found in the possession of the Major 
at the time of his capture. 

Secret messages were often more 
cleverly hidden than were the letters 
that betrayed André. A hollow bullet 
and a split playingycard show two de- 
vices used in sending stolen informa- 
tion through enemy territory, and 
examples of the various forms of se- 
cret writing or cryptography used by 
spies in America are there to in- 
trigue visitors to the military gall- 
ery. Numerical anl alphabetical sub- 
stitution are illustrated, as well as 
the grille type of cryptographic de- 
vice. A crude grille with instructions 
in French for its use, found among 
Alexander Hamilton’s papers after 
his death, is on display side by side 
with the code message on troop 
movements sent by I. H. Craig to 
Lord Cornwallis a few months before 
the British surrender at Yorktown. 
A code letter from Robert E. Liv- 
ingston to John Jay, dated April 28, 
1782, is also on exhibit. 

The Civil War is represented by a 
cypher used by the Confederate Gen- 
eral Beauregard. This cypher is based 
on the substitution of one letter in 
the alphabet for another, and its case 
contains diagrams of the various sub- 
stitutions possible. 

The display of spying souvenirs is 
only one facet of the exhibition and 
visitors to “Our GIs in Seven Wars” 
will find many other areas of inter- 
est as well in this timely panorama 
of the seven wars in which our coun- 
try has engaged in the past. Fire- 
arms, powder horns, swords, flags, 
uniforms, letters, diaries, and pic- 
tures are just a few of the historic 
objects which help to tell the story

Gift and Bequest Terms 
Are Opposed 


The American Association of Mu- 
seums, according to its organ, The 
Museum News, has’ unanimously 
adopted a resolution advising against 
accepting exhibition material with 
strings attached. The resolution: 
Whereas, museums have commonly 
received collections through gifts and 
bequests made with conditions re- 
quiring the material to be kept sep- 
arate, exhibited in one way or an- 
other for long terms of years or in 
perpetuity, or otherwise specially ad- 
ministered; and 
Whereas, museums have suffered 
greatly in their management and 
work as a result of such restrictions; 
and 
Whereas, limiting terms of gift and 
bequest are not consonant with the 
best policies and aims of museums, 
but tend rather to warp or retard 
their development and to _ inhibit 
change; so be it 
Resolved, that the American Associ- 
ation of Museums recommend to mu- 
seums that they accept no gifts or 
bequests of exhibition material upon 
which any conditions are attached.

The D.A.R. Museum has supple- 
mented its own exhibition of Old 
Glass with the loan exhibition of 
Stiegel-type glass from the private 
collection of Colonel and Mrs. M. 
Robert Guggenheim of Washington, 
D.C. This is the first time this large 
collection of rare blown glass has 
been shown to the public.

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STORY OF THE AUTOMOBILE 


APID strides have been made in 

the history of the automobile dur- 
ing the past ten years, but when we 
look back over a period of 30 years, 
the growth of this vehicle seems even 
more amazing. What were they say- 
ing about the automobile and its fu- 
ture, say in the year 1917? There 
is no better place to answer that than 
in a publication of that year “The 
Story of the Automobile,” by H,. L. 
Barber. Mr. Barber touched on many 
phases of the story of this new in- 
dustry as he saw it. In previous is- 
sues we have quoted some of his 
opinions and findings. 

In discussing the commercialization 
of the automobile, he said (in part): 

“The year 1898 saw the first real 
attempts of manufacturers in the 
United States, either of gasoline, 
electric or steam cars, to make them 
in any quantity. 

“The gasoline cars that were pio- 
neers were the Duryea, the Ford and 
the Haynes, but until 1898 these were 
distinctly still in the field of experi- 
mentation. Ford personally built a

car run by gasoline motor of the two- 
cylinder, four-cycle type of his own 
construction, and this car ran 25 
miles an hour. Ford was second only 
to Duryea who constructed the first 
gasoline car built in the United 
States. 

“Duryea persisted in producing a 
buggy type of car, and failed to get 
any sale for it. Ford and Haynes 
had no better luck in finding pur- 
chasers for their cars. 

“Alexander Winton entered the 
field after Duryea, Ford and Hay- 
nes, and in 1898 sold the first gaso- 
line car that was bought for use in 
the United States, 

“Ford built his first car in 1893. 
It was not a perfect car, but better 
than any which had preceded it. He 
built his second car in 1895, with a 
4 by 4 two-cylinder, four-cycle mo- 
tor. In this year he organized the De- 
troit Automobile Company with a 
capital of $50,000. Ford owned one- 
sixth interest, and drew $100 a month 
salary as chief engineer. 

“In the six years Ford remained 
with the Detroit Automobile Com- 
pany with a capital of $50,000. Ford 
owned one-sixth interest, and drew 
$100 a month salary. 

“In the six years Ford remained 
with the Detroit Automobile Company 
it put out only two or three cars. In 
1901 Ford severed his connection with 
the company, which shortly became 
the Cadillac Automobile Company, 
and is now the Cadillac Motor Car 
Company. The Cadillac has had a 
successful career, and is one of the 
cars of which a particularly large 
number has been sold. 

“Leaving the Detroit Automobile 
Company, Ford started a machine 
shop of his own, and in 1902 pro- 
duced a car with a 90-inch wheel 
base, and which is now regarded as 


standard gauge, using the two cylin- | 


ders, 4 by 4, and a double opposed 
engine. 

“After much difficulty he got money 
from half a dozen persons and organ- 
ized the Ford Motor Company with 
a capital of $100,000. At first he 
owned only 25% per cent of the 
stock, but later he borrowed $175,000 
and bought 25% per cent more, and 
still later by paying 700 per cent of 
its face value, secured 742 per cent 
more, which makes his holding in the

“Ford’s car was a small, low priced 
car from the start. Haynes’ was a 
larger and higher priced car. Win- 
ton’s was likewise a large and more 
expensive car. 

“The year of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war—1898—saw the beginning of 
a veritable rain of automobile manu- 
facturers in the United States. In 
that year the Stanley, Stearns, Thom- 
as, Matheson, Winton, and the Wav- 
erley Company entered the field. 

“In 1899, there appeared the Loco- 
mobile Company, Olds, Baker-Elec- 
tric and Pierce-Racine (later absorb- 
ed by J. I. Case and now the Case

licity these prints have received, cov- 
er more than a small part of the field 
of American prints in general, or 
even of American lithographs in par- 
ticular. So we find many collectors 
specializing on one type of print, or 
one subject, regardless of the litho- 
grapher. And, of the many types or 
subjects which appeal] to few or many 
collectors, there are, actually, only a 
few in which the Currier prints are 
outstanding, the large folio Winter 
scenes by Durrie, the racing and 
sporting prints by Tait, Palmer and 
others and the clipper ships the best 
known. 

But, once the subject of a special 
collection is determined, there is al- 
ways the question of what to include 
and what to leave out. European lith- 
ographs should have no place in an 
American collection, yet there are 
some American subjects printed and 
even published abroad so important 
that they cannot be disregarded. The 
two series of New York and Hudson 
River views by J. G, Milbert, litho- 
graphed and published in Paris, and 
the “Album of Virginia” by Ed. Bey- 
er, lithographed in Germany are so 
fine that no collector could ignore 
them. Then there are several Western 
and Indian scenes by Vincent Brooks, 
Day & Son of London, and many 
French prints worth owning. The 
connection here is so close that Au- 
gustus Kollner, a lithographer who 
worked in this country from 1840 to 
1872, had many of his earliest and 
finest prints printed by Deroy of 
Paris and published by Goupil, Vi- 
bert & Company, who maintained of- 
fices in both New York and Paris and 
published a number of very fine 
prints of American subjects. 

Several prints mentioned bring up 
another question, the inclusion of al- 
bums, portfolios and books of prints. 
This is a difficult one because s0 
many of these appear more frequent- 
ly as separate prints, and several of 
the albums are rarely found with the 
correct number of prints. In fact, 
most of them were actually portfo- 
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lios, the prints unbound, which should 
class them as framing prints, and 
there is evidence that a selection of 
some twenty of Currier & Ives’ Civ- 
il War Subjects were sold as a ser- 
ies, although they are certainly (sep- 
arately) copyrighted and published. 
But there are also bound volumes of 
prints, some with explanatory text, 
(such as the Audubon “Birds of 
America”) and a few books, such as 
Francis L. Hawks’ “Narrative of an 
Expedition to China and Japan” of 
1856, with seven fine plates by Sar- 
ony & Co. and the splendid Duval 
plates in the United States Military 
Magazine of 1839-42. 


Still more doubtful types of prints 
can be mentioned. American sheet 
music is a collectors’ speciality itself, 
yet lithographed music covers illus- 
trate all phases of early American 
life, local views and scenes, portraits, 
“Westerns,” even flower prints. Ad- 
vertisements, too, are, strictly speak- 
ing, not framing prints, yet many 
of them are fine and valuable. And 
how can we class the portrait of Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison by Robert 
Neale of Cincinnati, copyrighted in 
1840, the face and hands lithograph- 
ed, the figure etched? Or the first 
edition of Bret Harte’s ‘Heathen 
Chinee,” nine lithographed cards in 
an envelope? And finally, those 
“birdseye”’ views are unquestiona- 
bly framing prints, yet are placed 
in the Map Division rather than the 
print Division of the Library of 
Congress. 

Still more prints which may be in- 
cluded are the illustrated broadsides, 
sometimes really prints with long 
and narrative titles, like the Temp- 
erance print, “Black Valley Railroad” 
by Bufford, with its hundred-word 
title, and several hundred more in a 
“key,” interesting, also, as showing 
that, as late as 1850, only reckless 
debauchees traveled by the newfang- 
led railroad, the more godly prefer- 
ring the good old horse and buggy. 
Another, a regular uncolored medium 
folio lithograph, “Origin of Steam

A mutual interest draws together 
diversified types of people who would 
ordinarily never meet and from 
these meetings lasting friendships 
often result. If you can count half a 
dozen—more or less—collectors who 
live within your radius and if you 
have not already arranged to meet 
regularly, you should form a club for 
this purpose. There are, of course, a 
number of such clubs already in ex- 
istence, but there ought to be more 
of them. The organization can be 
as formal or as informal as the mem- 
bers wish; the chief thing is to meet 
regularly and often. It is best, I 
think, to keep the membership small 
—ten, or less—because intimacy is 
lost if too many are present and the 
proceedings are too difficult to con- 
trol. If any of the members must 
travel from a distance, it is best to 
serve food and drink, of course, and 
dues can be collected to cover such 
expenses. As a matter of fact, re- 
freshments are a good idea if all 
members live in the same town, for 
there is great pleasure to be had 
from talking, eating and drinking in 
between sessions of record playing. 

Once a number of such small elubs 
exist, the next step will be, in my 
opinion, to affiliate them in a larger 
organization of national and even- 
tually, perhaps, international scope. 
This, I presume, is how eollectors 
who ride such hobby horses as stamps 
have organized and bettered them- 
selves. When nation-wide groups of 
record enthusiasts begin to act to- 
gether there will be no end to the

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Dan W. Quinn III 


By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


pee MOST of his recording 

career, Dan W. Quinn was a 
free-lance, singing for any company 
which had the price, but in at least 
one twelve-month period, when the 
nation was preoccupied with the 
Spanish-American war, he was un- 
der exclusive contract to Columbia. 

In a catalogue of cylinder records 
issued by Columbia in 1899, appears 
an agreement dated May 1, 1898, 
which reads: 

“To the Columbia Phonograph Co. 
—We hereby accept the proposition 
you have made us to give our ex- 
elusive services as makers of talking 
machine records to the Columbia 
Phonograph Company during the en- 
suing year.” Signers were Vess L. 
Ossman, (“the Banjo King”), George 
J. Gaskin, Len Spencer, J. W. Myers, 
Russell Hunting, Dan W. Quinn, Miss 
Minnie Emmett, Will F. Denny, 
George Schweinfest, George W. John- 
son, Billy Golden, Steve Porter, J. 
J. Fisher, the Gilmore Brass Quar- 
tette, the Columbia Orchestra, direc- 
ted by Tom Clark, the Imperial Min- 
strels and the Spencer Trio (Spencer, 
Golden and Porter.)

This exclusive arrangement appar- 
ently lasted only a year. From 1900 
on, Mr. Quinn recorded indefatiga- 
bly for Victor as well as Edison, 
which already had a long list of cyl- 
inders by him. From 1892 to 1902, 
he enjoyed great popularity and a 
handsome income, resulting from the 
grueling work of singing by the 
“round.” 

Then master records were found 
feasible for cylinders, as well as for 
discs, and the invention filled the re- 
cording artists with apprehension. 
What, they wondered, was to become 
of their large incomes if it were pos- 
sible to make a million records or so 
from one master and the tiresome, but 
remunerative, job of singing the same 
songs over and over by the round 
were done away with? The prospect 
of a permanent master was particu- 
larly vexatious to men with limited 
repertoires, such as George W. John- 
son, “the Whistling Coon,” and Billy 
Golden, who at that time chiefly de- 
pended on singing “Turkey in the 
Straw” over and over to keep going. 

With Mr. Quinn, the situation was 
somewhat different. He was a facile 
sight reader and would never run 
out of recording material as long as 
new songs were written, but he didn’t 
like the idea of singing them only 
once for a stated fee. 

I have a faded photo, taken at the 
turn of the century, when the Colum- 
bia Company brought out its first 
master cylinders and had some of its 
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artists make a special trip to the 
Bridgeport factory for a demonstra- 
tion, Quinn, Porter, Ossman, Gaskin, 
Spencer, George Graham and Sch- 
weinfest, the piccolo virtuoso, are in 
the picture and most are looking 
glum. They could not visualize the 
future royalty system of paying rec- 
ord makers which caused performers’ 
earnings to soar to heights un- 
dreamed of in 1900. 

Mr. Quinn continued to make rec- 
ords for several years afterward, al- 
though he retired from facing the 
horn just before the advent of the 
double-faced record, which made a 
craze of the phonograph. He was 
largely a “lone wolf,” seldom sing- 
ing with other artists and apparently 
never doing quartet work, but he par- 
ticipated in a number of minstrel 
records and also did some duets with 
Helen Trix, a Brooklyn girl who la- 
ter went to England and was an es- 
tablished music hall favorite for 
more than 30 years. Since the war, 
she has returned to this country and 
was living in New York the last time 
I heard from her. I hope to see her 
the next time I go to New York. 

After giving up record making, Mr. 
Quinn continued to do some vaudeville 
work and also operated a theatrical 
booking agency, which he continued 
to run until almost the day of his 
death. He made no double-faced rec- 
ords, so far as I can learn, until they 
had been on the American market 
for almost eight years. 

But in 1916 Dan Quinn made a 
brief recording comeback. The Victor 
“popular” list for April, 1916, was 
headed by a double-faced Quinn rec- 
ord, containing two songs so appro- 
priately titled that I suspect they 
must have been written especially 
for him. They were, “Hello, Boys, I’m 
Back Again” and “At the Fountain

host and hostess. 
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of Youth.” He made no more for 
Victor, but Columbia issued his “Hel- 
lo, Boys” and “I Can Dance With 
Everybody But My Wife.” Unless he 
worked for some of the minor com- 
panies, he made no more records until 
1918 when he appeared on half a doz- 
en Gennett hill-and-dale records. “Oh 
Frenchy” and other songs of the first 
World War were among the Gennett 
titles. They concluded his return as a 
phonograph singer. 

Dan Quinn’s last years appear to 
have been happy—he seems to have 
possessed a peculiarly intimate qual- 
ity of radiating a good cheer all his 
own—although they were saddened 
by the death of his wife,affectionately 
known to a generation of vaudevil- 
lians as “Mother Quinn,” a year or 
two before his own passing, and the 
eventual knowledge that he was suf- 
fering from an incurable malady. He 
and I hoped that we should some day 
be privileged to shake hands at 312 
West Twentieth street, and have a 
“knock down and drag out” chat, or 
series of chats, about the early re- 
cording days, but I was never about 
to visit New York before he left us. 
The best I could do was have two or 
three friends call upon him, bearing 
messages of greeting from me and 
receiving, good wishes in return. 

One of my cherished possessions is 
an autographed photo sent to me by 
Mr. Quinn in 1933. By that time he 
was 74 years of age and his face bore 
little resemblance to that of the young 
man who had “endorsed” the Poly- 
phone and signed up exclusively with 
Columbia back in 1898. Undoubtedly, 
it looked still less like that of the 
seven-year-old boy who in 1866 had 
started going to school in San Fran- 
cisco, his birthplace, Referring to his 
venerable years, Mr. Quinn jokingly 
spoke of himself as: “Dan Quinn, 
that ancient gent who keeps going 
on, forever and forever.” 

An “ancient gent” he may have 
been, but the white-haired, bespect- 
acled old gentleman of 1933 was a bet- 
ter looking man than the much 
younger one of 1898. Increasing age 
only refined his features and brought 
out his nobility of character. Look- 
ing at his photograph as an old man, 
one realizes that growth was a con- 
stant, never-ending process with Dan 
Quinn, and that he was, at the end 
of his life, an improvement on what 
he had been in his prime. 


In the worth repeating words of 
Frank Dorian, he was: 

“One of the finest men I have ever 
known ... one of the cleanest, hard- 
est-working, most self-respecting of 
artists.” 

If any of the pioneer recording ar- 
tists deserve to be remembered with 
deep affection—and most of them do 
—then Dan W. Quinn belongs, on 
every count, well near the top, with 
the finest and best of his brethern!

THE BELL HOBBY 


By JAMES F. COOPER 


One of my unusual bells is a 
black clay bell from Oaxaca City, 
Oaxaca, Mexico. The four mouths and 
tongues form a cross—really four 
bells in one. It has a metallic ring. 
My friend Henry Clements, retired 
railway postal clerk of Sacramento, 
got it for me when he was on a va- 
cation trip in Mexico. 

Another unique bell is a handmade 
Basque sheep bell, made in France. 
The leather strap fastened it to the 
sheep’s neck. It has a bulge and air 
chamber five inches across, and tapers 
down to a three inch mouth with a 
bone clapper. It is six inches high 
and has a long distance carrying 
sound because of the air chamber, 
and a peculiar sound because of the 
bone clapper.

Another historic bell is one I had 
polished and especially inscribed as a 
souvenir of the round trip between 
San Francisco and Pacific Grove on 
August 4, 1941, when the first High- 
way Post Office west of the Missis- 
sippi and the third in the U. S. A. 
was inaugurated. I signed the trip 
report as co-clerk-in-charge, an hon- 
orary position for the trip. There 
were nine officials and clerks aboard. 
I also was given a reception at the 
San Leandro Post Office when the 
distributing bus passed through. This 
honorary trip and reception was be- 
cause I offered the first resolution in 
the Railway Mail Association that 
such a service be established; this 
was 14 years previous. The bell was 
my idea of a souvenir and was rung 
at each post office visited enroute.

Henry Clay on His Trip to the 
Peace Conference 
Ashland, 26th May, 1842. 
Dear Sir, 

I received your letter requesting 
me to inform you what time I left 
the U. States on the mission; what 
concluded the treaty of Peace with 
G. Britain, at Ghent. 

I sailed from the Port of N. York, 
in the public ship John Adams, in 
March 1814, on the above object. The 
day on which I left that port may be 
ascertained in some of the newspap- 
ers published in the City of N. York. 
The ship was bound to Gottenburg 
in Sweden, where it was expected 
the negotiation would be; but its 
theatre was subsequently transferred 
to Ghent, where the treaty of peace 
was signed on the 24th December, 
1814,

My McGinty, as pictured here, 
measures about twelve inches over 
all, from the point of his cap to the 
tip of his outstretched toes, but his 
actual “body” is less than half that 
length. His main portion is made of 
a man’s starched cuff (a common ar- 
ticle of apparel once) sewed together 
in back. On the cuff, my father 
painted McGinty’s face and hair in 
water-color; my mother created his 
garments—cap and _ trousers. of

(Note the 
pearl buttons; there are two more in 
back.) His motive power is supplied 
by a large glass marble, placed in- 
side him before his cap was finally 
and firmly sewed on. 

All that is necessary to make Mc- 
Ginty perform is an inclined plane 
of some sort—an ironing-board set 
up at the proper angle is ideal for 
the purpose. When McGinty is 
placed at the top of the incline and 
given a push, he tumbles down head 
over heels, His gyrations and convo- 
lutions while en route, including his 
final galvanic flop at the bottom, 
would attempt a smile from a wood- 
en Indian. 

Any doll collector whose collection 
needs “comic relief” should hunt 
through old toy trunks and play box- 
es for a McGinty. Old and original 
things are almost always better than 
mere imitations, so a genuine “per- 
iod” McGinty would doubtless pos- 
sess charms that a modern copy 
might lack. It would probably be 
easy enough to make a modern pro- 
totype, if the materials could be se- 
cured, but I am afraid that such

Commentary on 
Frau Kate Kruse 


Probably the best known doll fac- 
tory in the world until 1939 was that 
of Frau Kate Kruse in Berlin. A 
doll from her hands was so revered 
that it was known by her name and 
called a Kate Kruse, just as the 
world once spoke of a gold necklace 
as a Cellini or a silver tankard as a 
Paul Revere. It was an expensive 
doll, selling for from $15 to $35 in 
this country, but it was superb. It 
was 18 inches high, fully jointed, and 
dressed like a Bavarian school child. 

The Kate Kruse doll varied from 
the average, modern doll in that its 
hair, which was yellow or brown, was 
not real hair, but was painted on. 


Nor did its eyes open and shut. They, 
too, were painted. Nor did it talk. 
None of these flaws was noticed, 
however, because its face looked ex- All in perfect condition. 


actly like that of a real child. 


In the face lay the great beauty 
and value of the doll. It was extra- 
ordinarily mobile, as flexible in 
changes of light as an oil painting, 
and it was serious, the face of an 
innocent, wondering cliild. No two 
faces were alike. All were the true 
face of childhood, intent, and haunt- 
ingly beautiful. Thru them Frau 
Krause came to be considered one of 
the finest artists in Germany. 

A study of Frau Kruse’s dolls 
was recently made by a most unex- 
pected source. The student was Herr 
Joseph Goebbels. His study appar- 
ently startled him, for in the midst 
of calling on the people of Berlin to 
defend their city “to the last house 
and the last stone’ he drew up a 
special decree ordering Frau Kruse 
to close her doll factory. The given 
reason: Frau Kruse had given “sad 
and desperate” faces»to her dolls 
since her son was killed in the war. 

That was not right. Why should 
a doll, especially a doll which was 
a true portrait of a German child, 
look sad and desperate? Surely there 
is nothing in Germany to command 
such a mood. Germany is joyous, 
brave, resolute. Does it not have that 
joyous man, Herr Goebbels, to exhort 
it daily on the radio? Does it not 
have that radiant madman, Unser 
Adolf, as a bulwark in its final 
storm? Are not its people, they who

making and are a type that is dif- 
ferent and original. What object 
would there be in making imitations 
of the old when something original 
would sell better, and there would be 
no future grief? It is like people 
who make reproduction glass. They 
make it and sell it as reproduction, 
but that does not mean that it will 
not eventually reach the hands of 
someone who will sell it for old. 
That’s where the whole evil of the 
thing comes in. It causes disappoint- 
ment, lack of confidence, and loss of 
customers. There are hundreds of col- 
lectors who have bit on a few repro- 
ductions: become disgusted, and quit 
the whole hobby. Collectors are not 
looking for imitations of the old. They 
are looking for different types, and 
they would much rather have a new 
doll showing artistry and originality 
than a fake doll made in imitation 
of someone else’s work, or of the old.

CIRCUS TITLES NEW AND OLD 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


NE of the tasks of the circusiana 

collector is to familiarize himself 
with the principal titles used by cir- 
cuses in America in the past 155 
years that he may intelligently clas- 
sify his collection and obtain a rep- 
resentation of the principal big-top 
aggregations. 

The average showgoer who looks 
upon the circus merely as entertain- 
ment that is different from movies 
and stage attractions he patronizes, 
probably couldn’t name a dozen circus 
titles if he diligently searched his 
mind. 

He thinks in terms of Ringling 
Brothers, Barnum & Bailey, Hagen- 
beck-Wallace, John Robinson, Sells- 
Floto, Al G. Barnes and Cole Broth- 
ers, with perhaps three or four small- 
er shows that frequent the particular 
section of the country in which he 
resides. 

If he remembers back to the turn 
of the century, he probably would add 
Adam Forepaugh and Sells Brothers 
to his list, and if he is really an old- 
timer, his thoughts* may go back to

Van Amburgh, Howe’s Great London, 
Yankee Robinson and W. C. Coup. 

But, when one considers the fact 
that not less than 2,000 titles have 
adorned traveling shows since the cir- 
cus was introduced to America by 
John Bill Ricketts in 1892, and that 
in some seasons when the circus was 
at the height of its popularity there 
were between 150 and 200 distinct 
and different circuses touring this 
country, one begins to realize what 
a field circusiana covers. 

Actually, there have been many 
more titles than there have been 
shows. For circus titles have been 
sold or leased, and show owners have 
been known to change their titles as 
many as three times in a single sea- 
son. 

Undoubtedly the most famous of 
all circus titles in this country today 
is Ringling Brothers, with Barnum & 
Bailey a close second. The Ringling 
brothers, five in number, started in 
circus business with a tiny wagon 
show in 1884. Ten years later, they 
were the owners of a great railroad 
circus competing with the top shows 
of the country on equal footing. This 
meteoric rise started the fad of 
“brothers” titles. 

As early as 1840 there was a 
“brothers title’ which designated the 
one-ring circus operated by the Ma- 
bies. But there were few “brothers” 
titles until the Ringlings’ successful 
venture, after which they became 
numerous. 

The profiles of the five mustached 
Ringlings were used extensively in 
advertising the circus, and the nu- 
merical plentitude of Ringlings added 
to the suggestion of greatness in size 
and splendor cof Ringling Brothers 
Circus. 

About a year ago, the Billboard 
made a survey and published a list 
of 195 “brothers” titles, and there 
probably have been 50 more. Most of 
them were inspired by the greatest 
of the brothers’ shows, the Ringlings. 
_ Some of these titles are legitimate. 
They include Gollmar Brothers, cous-

ins of the Ringlings; Sells Brothers, 
Campbell Brothers, Gentry Brothers, 
Sun Brothers, and others. Each of 
these shows were operated by two or 
more brothers of the name attached 
to the show, although in some cases 
a single member of the firm was the 
guiding genius of the enterprise. 

In most cases, however, an opera- 
tor used his name or picked a ficti- 
tious one, adding the “brothers” and 
inventing names for members of the 
firm used in advertising the show. 
Several shows such as Hugo Broth- 
ers, Austin Brothers and Bonham 
Brothers bear titles inspired by the 
names of the towns where the shows 
maintain winter headquarters or the 
home towns of their owners. 

There are many and various reas- 
ons why a circus owner may change 
the name of his show. Perhaps an 
operator feels that his show has 
played the same territory for so 
many years, prospective patrons will 
stay away from the ticket wagon be- 
cause they have seen the circus be- 
fore. So he will change the name of 
his show instead of changing terri- 
tory. 

Perhaps a circus owner desires to 
play new territory where his title is 
not known and there is a title avail- 
able for lease that has been popular 
in this new territory. In such a case, 
he may lease a title for a season or 
several seasons. 

Operators of two or more circuses 
have been known to transfer titles 
between their shows so that they may 
play the same territory without going 
out every season under the same title. 
Repainting names on wagons and 
railroad cars does the trick. 

In some ‘instances, a show’s title 
has been changed because it has fall- 
en into disrepute or become involved 
in a lawsuit in its territory and the 
operator changes the title to avoid 
legal difficulties. 

Still another factor in the selection

HIS TALE* is told of certain set- 

lers from England, who came to 
Florida in the late eighteenth or 
early nineteenth century. When the 
territory passed from Spain to the 
United States (in 1819), these set- 
tlers, who were United Loyalists, 
refused to take any oath except to 
their own King; they decided, rath- 
er, to leave their southern home and 
go to Nova Scotia.

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“FAMILIAR FACES” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


LIKE THE familiar faces of friends, whether people 

or buttons! Among the latter are many faces so fa- 
miliar that they are sometimes overlooked as being too 
common to be interesting. This tendency to disregard 
something merely because it is plentiful is one of the weak 
spots of Button Collecting. After all, we can’t all special- 
ize in “museum pieces!”—And to the true collector, there 
is as much pleasure to be gained from a modest type of 
specialization as from a pretentious one. Buttons are often 
miscalled “common” because they are comparatively easy 
to find. But there is something uncommon in this very 
“eommon-ness”; and to appear so often, in so many forms, 
a button must have something special to recommend it. 

Many basic design figures, such as Crosses, Stars, Ro- 
settes, Snowflakes, etc. are in common use by all design- 
ers, so that their constant repetition is natural and coin- 
cidental.. But buttons like the following have definite pic- 
torial designs; which are repeated in different forms and 
materials.They are not merely different pictures of the 
same subject; they are different renditions of the same 
picture, and their interest lies in their variety. (I do not 
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include Uniform buttons in this category, since their var- 
ieties are so numerous as to require a class by them- 
selves.) Some of the best-known buttons of this “famil- 
iar” type I have already shown in “Button Parade” and 
in past issues of “HoBBIES”, but the following are also 
good examples of their kind; and for purposes of com- 
parison, I mention in how many variations I have seen 
each design. 

No. 1. This button is not quite as “familiar” as I 
thought it was; in fact, I have so far seen only four vari- 
ieties of it. However, I am glad of the opportunity to 
call attention to it, for I suspect that a good many collec- 
tors have been classifying it as a “Grape” button—(I 
know I did!)—when closer examination suggests “Cur- 
rants” instead. Tinted brass with convex ground and 
raised design. 

No. 2. For lack of a better name, I call this button 
"The Thistle,” though I think the flower is really a semi- 
conventionalized blossom of Oriental origin. Like “The 
Daisy” (“Button Parade,” p .52, No. 18) it is very “com- 
mon,” but it must have been popular, to be so plentiful! 
Thirteen varieties, all metal. 

No. 8. This Banded Ivy pattern is found in several 
color schemes and in two different forms: one straight 
(like this), the other curved, I have seen it in six vari- 
ties of each type. 

No. 4. I call this the Most Familiar Face of all— and 
that is all I can call it, for I haven’t yet discovered what

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flower it represents, It is, I should say, a semi-convention- 
alized Persian flower-type, used also in decorations of the 
Middle Ages and Renaissance, Fifteen varieties, of which 
the most unusual shows the flowers in pewter against a 
concave back of Vegetable Ivory. 

No. 5. This version of Cupid on the Lion (from the 
“Masque of Cupid” in Spenser’s “Faerie Queen’’) appears 
in more different renditions than is common with picture 
buttons. Ten varieties, in brass, pewter, nickel, filigree 
and combinations. 

No. 6. Shows a floral button which is tied with No. 4 
in the number of its variations—fifteen, to date, The par- 
ticular button shown presents the flowers in high relief 
against a concave, one-piece back; bronze-finished brass 
with all-over engraving. 

No. 7. Of all “familiar faces,” this Horse-shoe, I think, 
is found in the greatest number of button materials: 
brass, nickel, horn, Vegetable Ivory, Jet (with and with- 
out Lustre), Jet-with-Cloth, Composition, Pearl, etc. The 
popularity of the design is doubtless due to the subject; 
and for some reason, this particular arrangement proved 
more popular or practical than any other, 

No. 8. Shows a well-known “Perfume Button”, many 
of whose varieties are due to differences of size, surface 
tints, and the colors of the cloth beneath the cut-outs. I 
have seen twelve variations featuring velvet; eight with 
metallic fabric; and one with cloth of a hard-woven type. 
The odd thing is that the design was apparently not used 
except for buttons of this one class. 

No. 9. I don’t know what this button represents, but 
every collector has met it—and probably wondered about 
it. (Sometime I hope tc make up a group of such “What- 
Is-It?”’ buttons!) Nine varieties in brass—two with holes 
— and at least one in Jet. 

No. 10. There are many “Rampant Lion” buttons, but 
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I have seen this particular design in at least eleven vari- 
ations, including wooden backs, pierced backs, metal com- 
binations, metal-on-pearl, etc. (For a large version, see 
“Button Parade”, p. 74, No.8). 

These familiar buttons are only a few of many which 
the collector is always “meeting up with.” I don’t know 
how other collectors regard them, but I am always glad 
to come across such old friends, and to discover different 
versions of the old designs. As to why certain designs 
were so favored,—the explanation lies with the button 
makers, who must have had some reason for their choice. 
{ believe Abraham Lincoln is credited with a remark to 
the effect that the Lord must love the common man, be- 
cause He makes so many of them! So perhaps the but- 
ton makers liked certain designs—or found that the pub- 
lic liked them—and supplied them accordingly. 

There is a real fascination in discovering these not- 
quite-duplicates; and it is a good plan to mount them to- 
gether, so that their differences can be easily noted. The 
very fact that some designs were used so often, in so many 
materials and combinations, implies that they have vir- 
tues above the ordinary. So their plentitude becomes an 
advantage and not a drawback; instead of condemning 
them as “too common” to be interesting, we can recog- 
nize the qualities that made them popular; and give them 
the respect and affection that is due to old friends of 
long standing.

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SYMBOLIC FLOWERS 


By EMMA S. TYRRELL 


“Bring flowers to the shrine where we kneel in prayer; 
They are Nature’s offering, their place is there; 

They speak of hope to the fainting heart; 

With a voice of promise they come and part. 

They sleep in dust, through the wintry hours! 

They break forth in glory; bring flowers, bright flowers!” 


HE SYMBOLISM of flowers in re- 

ligious art and literature are more 
universally accepted than many of the 
symbols of other things. 

The card shown here is an attempt 
to picture the idealism that may be 
attained in a special collection of the 
cheaper buttons. 

No attempt is made to describe ma- 
terial, age or make, as many recent 
button books have dealt with that 
phase of the hobby. 

1. and 2. Acanthus leaves, which 
are often seen in church stained glass 
windows, in architecture and in pic- 
tures. They were used profusely in 
early art and during the Renaissance 
period to represent the leaves that 
grow in the “Garden of Heaven”. In 
later years artists used flowers, fruit, 
trees and grass when depicting 
Heaven, 

No. 8. Fleur-de-lis or Iris, symbol 
of honor which was the coat of arms 
of the King of France. The Church 
recognized in it the form of the lilium. 
The petals of the Fleur-de-lis are 
pictured three in number. This num- 
ber represents the Holy Trinity. The 
center petal signifies Christian faith, 
the petal on the right, the clergy, and 
petal on the left, the “Army”. This 
is a French enameled button. In 
Egypt, Persia and Assyria the fleur- 
de-lis is considered a sacred plant. 

No. 4. and 5. Lilies of the Valley, 
symbol of “Crown, Imperial and Uu- 
conscious sweetness.” “I am the rose 
of Sharon, and the lily of the valley.” 
Song of Sol. 2, 1. 

No, 6. and 7. Thistle, symbol of 
things harmful. Job.., 31, 40. 2. King 
14. 9. 

No. 8. A spray of flowers with a 
ring is the symbol of Holy matrimony. 


No. 9. Sunflower, the symbol of 
Mary, whose eyes constantly turned 
to Jesus, as the sunflower keeps its 
face turned toward the sun. 

No. 10. The rose is now the ac- 
cepted symbol of divine love. Some 
writers claim that the Biblical rose 
may have been the narcissus, a flow- 
er that grew abundant in those days. 
Early artists used the rose as_ the 
symbol of martyrs. The rose had been 
in disgrace as the flower of Venus. 
But even saints could not exclude it 
from their lives and it came back in- 
to favor and has since been used plen- 
tifully in Christian art.” 


No. 11. The white daisy is the sym- 
bol of innocence. 

No. 12. The shamrock, the three- 
leaved clover and the trefoil sym- 
bolize the Trinity and Unity of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost. The four 
leaf clover is the symbol of the Cross. 
Saint Patrick is credited with being 
the first to use the shamrock as an 
illustration of the Trinity in Unity. 
He plucked a leaf to illustrate to the 
unbelieving how three could be one. 
Many church windows bring out the 
trefoil form. 

No.13. The Easter lily symbolizes 
the attainment of new life though the 
body perish. In art the lily symbol- 
izes the purity of the Virgin Mary. 

No. 14. The meanings of the Cal- 
la lily is somewhat the same as the 
Easter lily. We find the lily in pic- 
tures of the “Annunciation and Ador- 
ation” Saint Bernard says; ‘Mary is 
the violet of humility, the lily of 
chastity and the rose of charity.” 

No. 15. The vine is the symbol of 
Christ, “I am the vine, ye are the 
branches, He that abideth in me, and 
I in him, the same bringeth forth 
much fruit; for without me ye can 
do nothing.” John 15.5. There is an- 
other appropriate mentiun of the vine 
in the Old Testament. Judges 9. 13. 

No. 16. The Christian symbol for 
Bamboo is the uprightness of a good 
man. 

No. 17. The kneeling figure repre- 
sents the worship of the Lotus flow- 
er. It is the national flower of India. 
Also it has religious significance in 
many other countries. It is pictured in 
Christian art to signify “Religious 
enlightment.” 

No. 18. The Lotus flower carved in 
Chinese Cinnabar. It is used in art by 
the Chinese more than any other 
flower, so it seems to me. 

No. 19. The olive spray signifies, 
peace and the sword Spiritual jus- 
tice. 

No. 20. The Water lily is the symbol 
of chastity and purity. The lower 
row picture flowers now often used 
in church decoration and Christian 
art because of their beauty, instead 
of for their hidden meanings. 

“Flowers tell of a Creator, kind in- 
telligent, all powerful and loving; 
and if they lead us at last to ‘the 
Rose of Sharon’. We shall find in 
that the choicest of all flowers, the 
subject for eternal meditation.”

Dealer Relates Problems of 
Mail Selling 


Congratulations for putting the 
problem of returns so nicely in your 
March editorial. Every large dealer 
expects a small percentage of mail 
order customers will wish to return 
goods they ordered. 

Analysis of our own complaints 
and those of other dealers seems to 
indicate that it is the small and un- 
sure buyer that creates most of the 
problems in mail order selling. Either 
they do not understand the descrip- 
tions or they do not know themselves 
what they want. Sending delicate 
merchandise back and forth to such 
people is economically unsound, so 
now we often write a more fulsome 
description and get the customers 
O.K. and understanding before we 
send, We pass this suggestion on for 
what it may be worth. 

In our own mail order buying, we 
often discover items that are not up 
to the standards we expected; but 
rather than bother with return, we 
usually keep the items and find we 
can get our money back satisfactorily. 
Besides, in a large order, many things 
are often better than expected, and 
this more or less balances the small 
disappointments. Perhaps other deal- 
ers have found this to be the case 
also. 

The basic difficulty in mail order 
sales of antiques is that the product 
is not standardized. The seller may 
have several examples of the same 
item, some in more perfect condition 
than the others.

last buyer does not get quite as good 
value as the first, but in dealing with 
rarities, he is probably lucky to get 
that.

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AMERICAN MAJOLICA 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


| adbaiagiais IS a clearly defined 

type of pottery, having a soft, 
porous rather thick buff or yellow 
body covered by opaque or colored 
glazes. The prodigious manufacturers 
have made it waterproof and attract- 
ive with vitreous coatings, usually 
glazes, and with color applied as de- 
signs or solid coatings, in the glaze 
or under it. Sometimes during the 
14th century, some Spanish or Moor- 
ish tin enameled pottery was brought 
to Italy, according to most accounts, 
by sailors from Majorca, an island 
in the Mediterranean between Spain 
and Italy. Italian potters saw the 
practical and decorative qualities of 
the opaque white and colored glazes 
used on this ware, and copied it, 
giving it the name of Majolica, an- 
other spelling of Majérca. They im- 
proved the glazes, using delicate lus- 
tres on rich blue, green, orange, yel- 
low, purple and white, and the de- 
signs and decorations were produced 
by skilled artists, with the result that 
some of the world’s finest pottery 
was produced, most of it during the 
16th century. 

This Italian ware was copied in 
France, where it was called Faience, 
from the Italian pottery center, Faen- 
za, During the 16th century, again, 
the Faience d’ Orion, and the pro- 
ductions of Bernard Palissy also 
rank as high-spots in pottery. Some 
tin-enameled ware in the bright col- 
ors was made in Holland, and a little 
in England, but, by the 17th century, 
the Dutch at Delft had begun to copy 
Oriental blue and white porcelain with 
the same white opaque glaze, and 
the English potters of this and the 
next century followed their lead. All, 
or nearly all these types of Majolica 
continued to be made, mostly as peas- 
ant pottery,” down to the present 
day, and the gift-shops of this coun- 
try were, until the war, full of Quim- 
per, Deruta and other wares, some 
copying the 16th century designs 
closely. 





About 1850, the great English pot- 
teries began to develop new decora- 
tive types of pottery or “art wares” 
in-the Victorian taste, showy, ornate 
and, if possible imitating something 
else, Parian marble, bronze, “jeweled” 
effects, or adaptations of Saracenic, 
Roman, Chinese and even, apparently, 
Hottentot wares. One of these last 
was christened Majolica. Lellewlynn 
Jewett’s monumental “Ceramic Art 
of Great Britain” of 1878 states that 
this was first made by Mintons of 
Stoke, and adds “no firm has sur- 
passed them in the sharpness of de- 
tails, the purity of colors, the excel- 
lence of glaze or the artistic charac- 
ter of these goods, which comprise 
every description of both useful and 
oramental articles.” He also shows 
several plates illustrating Minton Ma- 
jolica and some from the contempor- 
ary Trent Pottery, large and ornate 
“show-pieces” made for London and 
Paris Expositions This ware, how- 
ever, differs materially from the earl- 
ier Continental Majolica and Faience. 
The body is denser and finer, the 
glazes, particularly, contain no tin, 
so are transparent and brighter in 
tint, and other shades are added to 
the old color range. In fact, W. P. 
Jervis’ “Ceramic Cyclopaedia” of 
1902 states definitely “Majolica is 
now applied indiscriminately to any- 
thing with a colored glaze.” This new 
Majolica was an immediate success, 
and was made by several other Eng- 
lish potteries, in Germany, France 
and even Portugal, and in the United 


States during the last half of the. 


19th century. 


The first Majolica in America ap- 
pears to have been produced by Ed- 
win Bennett in Baltimore very short- 
ly after 1850. Bennett was an Eng- 
lishman who came to this country in 
1841 to join his brother James, who 
had started a Rockingham and yel- 
low-ware potter in East Liverpool, 
Ohio. Edwin moved to Pittsburgh in 
1844, and finally to Baltimore in 1846, 
where he founded a long-lived and 











prosperous business, He made stone- 
ware, Rockingham and yellow-ware at 
first, then Majolica, and finally, White 
Granite earthenware, some fine china, 
Parian and art ware. His Majolica 
includes a bust of Washington, a 
large pitcher with natural colored fish 
in relief, and, possibly, a platter with 
dog center and green scallop-shaped 
leaf border. Undoubtedly there were 
other pieces, but, while he made a 
large amount of Rockingham, his 
mark is rarely found on it and can 
be preseumed to be equally rare or 
unknown on Majolica. 

In 1855, Carr and Morrison started 
a pottery in New York City. James 
Carr, an English potter who had 
worked for John Ridgway and James 
Clews in Straffordshire, and at the 
American Pottery in Jersey City, 
rented the Swan Hill Pottery in 
South Amboy, New Jersey, and then 
moved to New York. There he was 
not satisfied with his “Staple produc- 
tion” of Rockingham and _ yellow- 
ware, and made Majolica between 
1858 and 1860. This included a caul- 
iflower tea-pot copied from an early 
Staffordshire earthenware model and, 
according to Jervis “a large variety 
of articles.” But, again, marked ex- 
amples seem unknown, so that the 
information on Carr’s Majolica is 
scanty. 

The Phoenixville Pottery at Phoe- 
nixville, Pennsylvania, built to 
make firebrick in 1867, was taken 
over by Schreiber & Betz about 1870 
for the manufacture of terracotta, and 
by Beerbauer and Griffin in 1877. 
They made some White Granite and 
the unglazed porcelain copying Par- 
ian, using moulds bought from the 
defunct American Porcelain Com- 
pany of Gloucester, New Jersey. In 
1879, the firm became Griffin, Smith 
& Hill, and in 1881, Griffin, Smith & 
Company, which continued until 1890, 
when Griffin and other partners tried 
to make porcelain, with no success, 
and the plant was closed in 1892. Dur- 
ing the years between 1881 and 1890, 
Majolica, christened “Etruscan,” was 
the pottery’s main product, and the 
Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company is 
said to have bought large quantities 
to give away as premiums with their

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AMERICAN MAJOLICA 
(Continued from page 45) 


baking soda. This is the most com- 
mon and the best-known American 
majolica, and is usually but not in- 
variably marked, either with the im- 
pressed momogram, “G. S. & H.” sur- 
rounded by a circle with the words 
“Etruscan Majolica,” or with the 
monogram only, sometimes with the 
trade name in a straight line added. 
Although the firm name changed in 
1881, the same mark was used until 
1892. Little is known of the members’ 
ceramic background, but their mode- 
ler, an Englishman named Bourne, 
was responsible for most of the de- 
signs and probably also for the glazes 
and colors. 

The Etruscan “line” included tea 
sets with plates in the familiar caul- 
iflower, shel] and seaweed, palm leaf 
and “alligator-hide” patterns, plates 
and relish-dishes in begonia and ma- 
ple-leaf classic figure designs, some 
pieces with strawberry and crab-ap- 
ple relief, and a number of odd pitch- 
ers and creamers. The quality of the 
ware varies enormously. One pitcher, 
a tankard with relief of boys playing 
baseball on one side and football on 
the other, according to Dr. Barber a 
“show-piece,” is so fine in glaze, mod- 
eling and body that, actually, few 
majolica collectors recognize it. Some 
of the standard pieces are light in 
weight and well colored, while others 
from the same moulds are heavy and 
dull.

Pottery at Baltimore made a type of 
majolica called Clifton Ware, mainly 
vases and art pieces, with a printed 
mark of the firm’s monogram sgur- 
rounded by the trade name. Morley 
& Company of Wellsville, West Vir- 
ginia, between 1879 and 1885 made a 
fish pitcher and some other pieces, 
majolica with a much harder body 
and glaze than that of the Etruscan, 
marked “Morley & Co., Majolica.” A. 
M. Beck of Evansville, Indiana, also 
made majolica between 1882 and 1884, 
but no mark or definite examples are 
recorded. And Cartwright Brothers 
of East Liverpool produced some 
about 1880, also unmarked, including 
a replica of the pressed glass “Gar- 
field Drape” plate with a mottled 
green and brown glaze. 

Majolica collectors are interested 
in their subject, and many have asked 
about “a book” on it, although, this 
short resume includes practically all 
the data available. The historical 
outline is incomplete, and definite in- 
formation on the products of our 
American factories is very scanty. 
Collectors have tended to emphasize 
condition, known marks and patterns 
rather than to take chances on unus- 
ual pieces, or to hunt out ware from 
other, possibly local, potteries which 
is unfortunate. Because it is only by 
piecing together bits of knowledge 
from various sources, rather like a 
puzzle, that a complete picture of the 
subject can be assembled. 

To date, we know much, but not 
all, about Etruscan Majolica. Of the 
earlier American ware, we know al- 
most nothing, although both Bennett 
and Carr, experienced and _ success- 
ful potters, must have made some fine 
Majolica. Also, there must have been 
other American makers, of whom we 
have no record. The familiar corn 
mugs, pitchers, creamers and butter- 
jars are certainly American, prob- 
ably rather late and possibly Mid- 
Western. But some service plates 
with the same motif are so fine in 
body, glaze and design that their 
French origin is apparent, and a 
center-piece with corn ears in full 
relief must also be European. The 
blackberry is also an American motif, 
but the blackberry Majolica is Eng- 
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lish, ascribed to one of the Wedg- 
wood houses. The pieces showing pond 
lilies, wild roses, a motif of grapes, 
apples and wheat-ears, and the owl, 
fish and goat pitchers are probably 
American, and the common vases, with 
or without “sanded” grounds, having 
roses in full relief are doubtful, as 
are the large number of more or less 
fancy pitchers, plates, platters and 
compotes. But the more elaborate 
pieces, figures, vases and plaques, 
must be considered European un- 
til we find evidence that our Ameri- 
can houses could and did make them.

Vincent Bendix Dies 


Vincent Bendix, well known collec- 
tor, died during the past month at 
the age of 62. Mr. Bendix made a 
great fortune on his inventions and 
during the flush days of the ’20’s be- 
came known as one of the most pro- 
lifie collectors in the country. He not 
only bought in America but also in 
Europe. He paid fabulous sums for 
fine arts, some of which proved to be 
of dubious character. 

He bought the Potter Palmer 
mansion, including its block of land 
on the lake front in Chicago, and 
planned to make it into his own pri- 
vate museum. In the agreement he 
was to pay three million dollars for 
the property, handing over one mil- 
lion at the time. AL little later, the 
debacle of 1929 hit the country. Mr. 
Bendix found himself involved in ob- 
ligations amounting to fourteen mil- 
lion dollars. He listed a million in as- 
sets. This action involved his collec- 
tion material but not the Bendix In- 
dustrial Corporations in which he 
held more or less stock. The Potter 
Palmer mansion reverted to its for- 
mer owner, and the Bendix collec- 
tions were sold at auction in New 
York and Chicago. Some of the pieces 
now repose in HOBBIES Museum. 

Bendix was of Swedish descent, the 
son of a minister. He knocked around 
the country trying various trades un- 
til he invented the self-starting de- 
vice which was adopted on all stan- 
dard cars and made him a great for- 
tune. 

He used to come in the Hopspy Shop 
at the World’s Fair and was of such 
ordinary appearance that no one 
picked him out as a man of promi- 
nence and wealth. 

He later added other inventions to 
his life’s work and to a certain extent 
recuperated some of his fortune. 
However, he had learned his lesson, 
and in later years his buying was 
quite limited compared to the new- 
rich days of the boom. 


Death of R. V. Fisher 


The world of miniaturia lost a good 
friend with the recent death of R. V. 
Fisher, one of the best known dealers 
in the hobby. He died at Billings Me- 
morial Hospital on April 6 as a re- 
sult of a heart ailment. Mr. Fisher 
was employed by the University of 
Chicago at the time. 

In his younger years, Mr. Fisher 
was a circus performer, and as he 


traveled from town to town, he fol- . 


lowed his hobby by collecting small 
miniatures of every kind. Later when 
he settled in Rochester, Pennsylvania, 
he began to deal in a small way and 
gradually worked up a mail order 
business. Two years ago he came to 
Chicago to exhibit in the annual 
Hobby Show. This proved so success- 
ful that he determined upon moving 
to this city and engaging in the mini- 
aturia jobbing business. 

He was a natural born showman. 
While never seeking publicity, he al- 
ways got it, because he had the knack 
of explaining miniatures in an en- 
tertaining way. He did not care where 
his booth was located in the Show. 
People came to him. His booth was a 
show in itself. He always had a crowd 
around it. Reporters who came in to 
write up the Show would give most 
all their space to his booth. 

The great demand for help during 
the war caused him to lend his aid to 
the war work, and he was thus en- 
gaged at the University of Chicago, 
doing police duty and working on 
the miniaturia business during his 
spare time. His body was taken to 
his old home in Ohio for burial, ac- 
companied by the widow. 

During his years of acquaintance 
with miniature collectors he gained 
an enviable reputation for sterling 
honesty and highest ideals in the con- 
duct of his affairs. He will be greatly 
missed as an important figure in this 
interesting and growing hobby.

Well Known Museum 


Counselor Dies 


L. Hubbard Shattuck, 54, director 
and secretary of the Chicago Histor- 
ical Society died on March 29, after 
a brief illness. 

Mr. Shattuck was the author of 
many articles on museum planning 
and activities, a radio commentator 
on historical events and counselor of 
midwestern museums. . 

A native of Wellsboro, Pa., Mr. 
Shattuck for six years before coming 
to Chicago was assistant director of 
the Cleveland Community fund. He 
became director of the Chicago His- 
torical Society in 1927 and was elect- 
ed secretary in 1941. He reorganized 
and rebuilt the society’s museum and 
library. 

France awarded Mr. Shatttuck the 
Palm d’ Academie in 1937 for his 
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work in connection with early French 
explorations in America. He held the 
honorary degree of doctor of laws, 
conferred in 1942 by Bucknell] uni- 
versity, from which he was graduated.

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GLASS FORUM 
Effective Advertising of Antiques 


By T. T. FOLEY 


| seraetoaiel I have analyzed thous- 
ands of advertisements of other 
antiques as well as glassware. From 
that study I have drawn many con- 
clusions that I feel would be valuable 
to the advertizer. 

The proof of any advertising’s 
worth is the number of actual orders 
that result from it. Whether any ad- 
vertisement is good can be answered 
only by the amount of those orders. 
However, there are many ways to im- 
prove most advertisements of antiques 
to make them draw more and better 
orders with less work and effort on 
the part of the dealer. 

There are three successive phases 
in the reader-reaction to an adver- 
tisement. Unless it passes all three of 
these tests, it does not accomplish its 
purpose. First, it must be noticed 
Second, it must be read. Third, it 
must create a desire for the article 
advertised, leading up to the order. 

The “classified” is almost always 
designed for the minority who read 
all the advertisements, so the re- 
marks here do not apply with such 
full force to that type. 

There are many ways of making an 
advertisement noticeable. One of the 
time-honored and best is liberal use 
of “white space.” This is almost al- 
ways successful and is especially so 
when used among other crowded ads. 

Another method is a typographical 
lay-out. Of this there are infinite va- 
rieties which are beyond the scope of 
this present article. They are the 
problem of the individual advertiser 
to be considered in the light of what 
antiques he is advertising. Neverthe- 
less I would like to cite an example, 
that of Bill Kane, whose listings 
regularly appear in HOBBIES, and 
his lucky Stars. With them he man: 
ages to get his full reading value 
from every inch and yet conserve 
readability. 

The last major method of making 
an advertisement more noticeable is 
the liberal use of good photographs. 
These are particularly needed in sell- 
ing furniture, objects d’art, pottery, 
china, and similar antiques that have 
not elsewhere been catalogued, listed, 
and described as carefully as pattern 


glass, which has always been in it- 


self standardised. 

A digression on the subject of pho- 
tographs and cuts will not be amiss 
here. Many hesitate about using them 
because of unfamiliarity with the pro- 
cedure and through fear of the cost. 
A good cut will not only pay for it- 


self through quicker. easier sales but 
make a profit through obtaining bet- 
ter prices. The photograph should 
never be taken except by a profes- 
sional or an amateur of professionnal 
capacity. Most photographs, with 
proper lighting and background will 
cost $5 or less. Making the cut is a 
routine process. The greatest photo- 
graphic faults committed by adver- 
tisers are in failures to light the 
background articles effectively to 
bring out the details. The advertising 
faults of the photographs are usually 
attempts to crowd too much into the 
picture. A photograph of furniture 
cannot logically be expected to do jus- 
tice to small objects displayed with 
it, but rare is the picture which does 
not attempt to combine small and 
large antiques. The extreme result 
is the hiding of the furniture behind 
the blurs of the smaller pieces. 

For an advertisement to be read it 
must make the reader think it deals 
with something in which he is inter- 
ested. If the photographs or the head- 
ings have caught his attention and he 
goes on to read from there, he is 
half won. The rest is mostly subjec- 
tive and depends on his individual 
wants and tastes. There are many 
aids to visual readability, largely the 
same ones—white space, lay-out, 
headings in bold face type, capitali- 
zation—that make an advertisement 
primarily noticeable. 

How many ads there are that re- 
quire the most concentrated effort to 
read! This is truest among the clas- 
sifieds where the advertiser makes no 
allowance for spacing, seeming to 
want to get in just so many words 
at the lowest cost, no matter how 
ineffectual. One can think he is read- 
ing the price of a goblet in such an ad 
until he painfully goes back two or 
three or more lines to find that he is 
still under an egg-cup classification. 

In reading the advertisement the 
customer must be induced to make 
an order. Assuming that he would 
order if the articles were what he 
wanted, there are two major factors 
he must find in what he has read: 
satisfactory descriptions and prices. 

It is estimated that 90% or over 
of advertisers give inadequate, de- 
scriptions of expensive articles that 
they apparently expect some one to 
sit down and write out an order for, 
enclosing a highly specific and valid 
check. 

Would they buy a “Walnut Table, 
$35”? A “G. W. T. W. lamp, $27.75”? 
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A “Shell & Tassel compote”, which I 
have seen priced with no more des- 
cription at both $4.50 and $22.50? 

Would YOU buy (again in actual 
Shell & Tassel advertisements) an 
“open, square compote? No. You 
would buy a dozen design, open com- 
pote, 944” dia., 9” high”. 

Give all the pertinent facts about 
the items so further correspondence 
will not be necessary. Get orders as 
a result of advertising, not questions. 

Give the periods when necessary, 
give styles, give shapes (an oval com- 
pote will never pair with a square 
one), give colors and be sure of your 
shades, and, above all, give measure- 
ments. Even give shipping weights of 
heavy articles not quoted prepaid. 

Remember there are at least three 
dimensions. They are needed even 
with items as standardized as the 
commonest patterns of glass. How 
big is a 9’ compote? Is it 9” in diam- 
eter or in height? How deep is a 
flat bowl, 6”x10”? Will it make a 
pair with the 2” deep one that the 
customer already has? A dish when 
measured is not flat nor deep: it is 
high, for over-all measurements 
should be used which include the 
thickness of the glass. 

Lastly we come to the part that 
hurts the most, the price. This is the 
final decisive factor that brings an 
order or sends the reader to another 
advertisement. Unfortunately far too 
many prices are based on the adver- 
tisers’ ignorance of the value of the 
article, is in other words guesswork. 

If you do not know the market 
value of the articles you want to sell, 
then study the other advertisements, 
study the books on prices in the vari- 
ous fields. Don’t pick a price, usually 
far too high, out of the thin air from 
which so many seem to come. 

Proper pricing and advertising is 
a service to your customers, who have 
a right to expect it and can demand 
it by withholding their orders, It is 
a servant to you, selling your mer- 
chandise and saving you much other 
unnecessary work,

I wonder if HOBBIES would suggest 
to the public, that instead of asking 
“what have you in such and such a 
pattern” they tell a dealer what they 
want. I find time and time again I 
list all I have, even going to the 
trouble to find out what the other 
dealer has, and it later develops that 
there was only one or two pieces the 
customer really needed in that pat- 
tern, after all.

Subscribers write us every once in 
a while that they hear persistent ru- 
mors that Hossigs is going out of 
business. Of course that propaganda 
is spread by an element that have 
been kept out of Hossiks’ advertising 
columns. We do not expect them to 
keep still, and we have found that 
they do their share of knocking. But 
it is a poor type of knocking to make 
yourself out a liar. 

Naturally also, when we cut off the 
agents almost a year ago, they took 
it on themselves to spread the story 
that HoBBIES was going out of busi- 
ness. It stands to reason that with 
the limited amount of paper allocated 
to us by the Government that is was 
only sensible for us to fill the sub- 
scriptions that came direct at the full 
price. Why should we turn them down 
and accept subscriptions through 
agents at a 25% discount? During the 
past year we saved from $10,000 to 
$20,000 in agents’ discounts, and be- 
lieve us, that went a long way to- 
ward keeping the price of HOBBIES 
down. 

It is peculiar to us, however, that 
while the Government has curtailed 
all the larger publishers, new maga- 
zines are permitted to start. And 
some in our field are allowed more pa- 
per. One in particular has increased 
its number of pages,33% since the 
war started. Maybe you can account 
for that outside of the fact that it is 
British-owned. 

Hossiks, however, could have been 
put out of business by the man-power 
law. If they had passed that law, 
what was to prohibit a local bureau- 
crat from cutting down the number 
of our employees so that it would be 
impossible for us to publish? What 
recourse would we have? There are 
not many judges like Sullivan, Holly 
and a few others, Had that law gone 
into effect, all opposition to the ad- 
ministration could have been choked 
to death. Contributors to the opposi- 
tion campaign fund could find their 
employees taken away. They could 
soon be in the red, Would not that be 
a fine law to have in effect during a 
political campaign? What would pro- 
hibit a precinct captain from prom- 
ising an employee a more lucrative 
job and an opponent to have him 
transferred to a worse job? That was 
what this law was designed for. 
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Jimmy Byrnes was honest about it. 
He let the cat out of the bag and ex- 
posed the whole political conspiracy. 
Then he resigned. He realizes now, 
just as we said all along, that he was 
a monkey to resign from a place on 
the Supreme Court bench to accept 
the mediocre job that was handed 
him, A Supreme Court judgeship is 
next to the Presidency itself, and is 
life-long. He must be wearing one of 
these patent kickers as he walks down 
the streets of Spartansburg, reduced 
to just a small town lawyer.

Little Boy Dewey will go down in 
history as the dumbest bird who ever 
ran for president. We ran across one 
of our Illinois delegates in a restau- 
rant a week before the convention. 

“Who is going to get that nomina- 
tion?,” we ventured. 


“We have not caucused yet, so we 
do not know who the delegation will 
vote for,” he parried. 


“If Dewey gets it, he will get weak- 
er as the campaign progresses,” I 
predicted. “If Bricker gets it, he will 
get stronger.” 


Dewey made one good speech, at 
Oklahoma City, and then the bottom 
fell out of him. His speech at Minne- 
apolis was pitiful, and at Madison 
Square Garden deplorable. I heard 
Republicans say they tired of the 
sameness of his speeches, whereas 
Bricker always had a punch. Yet 
Bricker had to confine himself to the 
policies of his running mate, 


If Dewey had told the voters he 
was going to see that the American 
people got first call on all of the food 
produced in this country, ration free, 
that he was not going to ship butter 
to people who were not used to but- 
ter, and that he was not going to 
ship steaks to people who were not 
used to steaks; that we were a 
great surplus producing country and 
always had been, under unrestricted 
farming, and that we would ship to 
Europe our surplus and nothing else, 
it would have been worth a million 
votes. 


Had Dewey, in another speech, said 
that he never believed in a taxation 
on wages and that as soon as he was 
in office he would cut the wage tax 
at least in half and take it off en- 
tirely the day the war ended, and that 
he would make up that loss of rev- 
enue by efficient, economical manage- 
ment of the war, it would have meant 
another million votes. I could have 
written half a dozen more speeches 
for him that would have been worth 
one-fourth to half a million votes 
each. 

He was too eager to listen to the 
group of non-Americans who sgur- 
rounded him, who jimmied-up his 
campaign, and who in the sacred pre- 
cinets of the ballot booth double- 
crossed him to a man. Why an inde- 
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pendent voter would want to vote for 
him, I could not understand. He 
thought he could get in on the votes 
of those who wanted to vote against 
somebody. He kept talking about 
sixty million jobs, but he had no more 
idea of how to furnish sixty million 
jobs than his little playmate, Henry 
Wallace. 


If we have another election in this 
country we must nominate a candi- 
date who has principles and issues 
upon which we can vote. The plea 
that it is time for a change means 
nothing. If you are going out on a 
“me-too” platform there is no issue 
before the voters.

Cancellations 


HE APPEARANCE of covers with 

pencil cancellations from here and 
there, mostly from west of the big 
river, is a surprise. Granted that the 
Post Office has sent many to service, 
and replacements for special work 
(special delivery) have in places been 
women or girls, still such covers must 
interest, as well as raise the question 
of postal legality. A plain lead pencil 
cancel is easily removed. It is also not 
according to P. L. & R. orders on 
cancellation. How come? 

Also queries come as to the use of 
a parcel post(?) cancelling stamp 
for cancelling first class mail, all of 
which makes it look like a pre-can- 
celled item had been used for postage. 

A boxed town name with two lines 
of the box showing as a cance] on a 
stamp is misleading, even if explain- 
able. I mentioned a few months ago 
that rules seemed to be ignored, but 
possibly substitute help is responsi- 
ble. 

Today from the outside come two 
cases—one a letter from Paraguay 
which bears two pairs of uncancelled 
stamps, cleverly censored, and pasted 
up by the censor to the damage of 
the end specimens. Another, the star 
of the crop, an airmail letter from 
Panama, bearing two Panama stamps 
(uncancelled) and a Mexican postal 
stamp. The addition of Mexican to 
Panama Air postage may be correct, 
or some addition made for short post- 
age, but all three uncancelled and the 
censor carefully spoiled the Panamas 
by a two-thirds width of Scotch tape. 

And he did not cance] the stamps 
either. As stated before—there are 
four sides to every envelope, and the 
least courtesy would suggest serving 
the public by opening and re-closing 
the end or side that did not damage 
the stamps on the cover.

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lets. Many sent a dollar for an “en- 
tire set”, 

The Post Office got into it, and 
made the parents of the minor re- 
turn all money sent; later purchasers 
wanted to have the pre-cancels re- 
turned to the Post Office.

“curios”. 

As it is recalled the “set” consisted 
of two types—No. 1 a bar between 
Agana and Guam. The other No. 2 
Agana Guam in two lines between 
regular bars. There were Nos. 1 & 2 
on 1-cent green, No. 1 on 4-cent and 
No.2 on 6-cent (Washington heads), 
Nos. 1 & 2 on San Francisco commem- 
orative of 1915 and No. 2 on the 2- 
cent of the same issue, and three 
pairs of the “Guam overprinted issue- 
pre-cancelled(?) with Agana Guam 
in a single line, on two stamps.

A page bears these with a _ note. 
“This set was advertised by a boy in 
Newark, N. J. for three months at 
$1 a set before the Post Office stopped 
the sale.” And the group is headed 
Newark Counterfeit pre-cancels. 
Doubtless many more sets exist in 
the albums of those who preferred to 
keep them as curios. 

One could remark that the inclu- 
sion of the 1-cent, 2-cent and 5-cent 
with the regular “Guam” overprint 
(triangle issue) must have eased the 
minds of purchasers because the ad- 
vertising was run without comment 
for three months.

The “black market” is less vigorous 
although not abashed by its own es- 
timate of various European issues 
“under German Occupation”, on and 
off cover. These include many of the 
overprinted “V” issues and others 
issued for the over-run countries by 
the Nazi officialdom. 

While we have no data as yet, no 





one should assume that the issues are 
limited. Adolph knew well that there 
was ‘“money-in-stamp issues” and 
could be depended on to make the 
most of the knowledge. If, and when, 
the end comes, these may well slump 
to the values of ordinary issues. On 
covers legitimately used—they may 
be highly prized by cover collectors. 
But mint, off cover, of course, they 
eventually find their level and it is 
to be hoped that readers will not 
have regrets for having paid slick 
operators far too much. 

Another collector asks, “What 
countries will cease to issue stamps 
that are now in the catalog as in- 
dividual areas with governments?” 
Likely this lady thinks we have an 
Ouija board and if anyone could, it 
would be a chance to make motions 
to fill gaps and. supply blank spaces 
at current prices. Right now, no one 
knows, or can even assume for sure 
any continuance of past area con- 
trols. Some say, for example, “There 
will be no more British Hong Kong.” 
And why not? Churchill said he was 
not liquidating the British Empire.

National Coin Week 


National Coin Week, April 21-29, 
sponsored by all coin clubs, State and 
National Numismatic Associations, 
throughout America was in celebra- 
tion of our No. 1 hobby, numis- 
matics. It was a gala week with coin 
displays in bank and store windows, 
radio broadcasts, special talks and 
lectures in schools and_ societies, 
newspapers and magazine articles, 
and especially called club meetings. 
This is the one week in the year that 
all good numismatists come to the aid 
of their hobby.

Honest Abes Becoming Scarce 


As a rule the relative scarcity and 
value of coins are estimated from 
statistics as to number of coins struck, 
but there are exceptions to this rule, 
and the Illinois Centennial Commemo- 
rative half dollar, 1918, is one of 
them. With a 100,000 mintage they 
should apparently still be plentiful 
and moderately priced. Suffering—or 
enjoying—the same experiences of 
other Commemoratives they should 
keep step as to scarcity and price 
with the others of like number, and 
proportionately with others of less or 
larger mintage, but such is not the 
case. Collectors and dealers say Illi- 
nois Centennials are hard to get. It is 
not just “one of those things”, there 
is a legitimate and plausible reason 
for their hard-to-get status. 

Commemorative coins are not 
placed in general circulation. They 
are absorbed first by a certain pro- 
portion of the residents of the state 
commemorated who lay them aside 
as state souvenirs, second by a cer- 
tain proportion of coin collectors who 
secure them for their collections, and 
third by coin dealers who stock up 
on them. Now the Illinois Centen- 
nials have not only experienced these 
three demands, but an additional one, 
and one that is augmented each year, 
the Lincolnsonians, people who col- 
lect things pertaining to Lincoln, peo- 
ple not only from one state, but from 
every state, a great many of whom 
are not even coin collectors. This ad- 





ditional demand from non-collectors 
and non-state-priders gradually but 
steadily depleted the supply, and the 
Lincolnites, unlike collectors and deal- 
ers, do not part with their Lincoln 
mementos. It is safe to conjecture 
that the Illinois Centennial with the 
bust of Lincoln will continue to grow 
searcer and scarcer and dearer and 
dearer, proportionately, than most of 
the other Commemorative coins.

Scissored Insurance 

In England towards the middle of 
the last century remittances lost (or 
rifled) in the mails became too preva- 
lent. To circumvent losses caused by 
the carelessness (or dishonesty) of 
mail employees, people insured them- 
selves against loss by a policy guar- 
anteed lost-or-stolen-proof. In send- 
ing notes to the Bank of England 
they would scissor the notes into two 
pieces and send each half of the note 
to the Bank in separate envelopes. 

A whole note could easily be passed 
at any store by a finder or stealer, 
but no one would accept a half of a 
note. If a filcher presented a half of 
a note to the Bank for redemption he 
would have to furnish information as 
to how he came into possession of it; 
with the other half of the note on file 
at the Bank, no lie detector would be 
necessary to confound the illegal pos- 
sessor of the half of a note. As the 
general usage of checks and drafts 
came into vogue, the “scissored in- 
surance” died a natural death.

“4 Promise to Pay’’ 

The famous numismatic classic, A 
Promise To Pay, written on the re- 
verse of an 1864 $10 Confederate 
note by Major S. A. Jonas, brings to 
mind there were other “promises to 
pay” that had to do with events 
South of the Mason & Dixon line. 

In the early part of the last cen- 
tury when new railroads were being 
built throughout the South and East, 
the law permitted the Companies to 
issue paper notes, or “promises to 
pay”. Railroads were started with a 
right-of-way, and financed principally 
with “promises” from their own 
printing presses. Most of the Com- 


panies were short-lived and their 
notes never redeemed. These notes 
might be called half-brothers to the 
old obsolete (broken-bank) notes; 
both based on faith—with the faith 
based mostly on hopes. 

All of the old railway issues are 
of historical interest and prized by 
coin collectors, symbolizing as they do 
the pioneering era of America, but 
the prize notes are those of Southern 
railway issues, for they are two-in- 
one, of double interest and impor- 
tance, for they bespeak not only the 
early railway age, but the ill-fated 
Southern Confederacy, making them 
of double historical interest. Notes 
issued in 1862 by the Mississippi 
Central R. R. Co. promise to “pay 
bearer in Current Bank or Confeder- 
ate States notes”; those of the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport and Texas R. R. 
Co. in 1862 promise to “pay in Con- 
federate States Treasury Notes when 
presented”,

Once 
in a while the Mints make a miscue, 
but very seldom, and it is possible 
finds of 1944 steel cents are genuine. 
One gentleman tested one of the so- 
called 1944 steel cents with an acid 
bath, and it came out of the wash 
sans-steel. Before buying a_ steel 
1944 cent, be sure and give it an 
acid bath.

I receive anxious inquiries 
asking if gold dollars and U. S. minor 
coins may be had at old ad prices. 

Well the answer is, of course, “No,” 
and nothing doing in that line of 
quotations. Prices are up all over, and 
nowhere up as in Europe and in for- 
eign countries. A London dealer asks

narius of Julius Caesar, and ten 
pounds for a rare denarius of Mare 
Antony. A James II crown si:.er is 
priced at four pounds ten shillings, 
and for a crown dated 168% five 
pounds. 

Such coins bring far more in Eu- 
rope than in the United States. For 
a real experience, price some English 
gold coins in London. An Elizabeth 
half soverign sells for ten pounds. I 
have had them at three pounds in the 
past. A James I Rose Royal is priced 
at 27 pounds. I got one in an Amer- 
ican sale a few years ago for $27.50. 
A George II, two guineas, is 22 
pounds, while 60 pounds, or $200 is 
asked for a five Guinea coin of the 
same ruler. I never got over $75 for 
one in my life. Five pounds ten shil- 
lings is asked for only the one guinea 
coin, 

It all shows how foreigners value 
gold coins today. It is the same with 
all gold, any kind of gold, once you 
get outside the U. S., where the price 
is set by order at $35 an ounce. It is 
likely this may be changed, to allow 
the exportation of newly mined gold. 
The present price is undoubtedly far 
too low, and the price of $58 per 
ounce, quoted in foreign cities seems 
nearer the price. 

At this writing American gold 
coins are by comparison almost given 
away. Any five dollar gold could bring 
$15 in London.

An outstanding dealer reports a 
growing demand for American pri- 
vate gold coins, particularly a turn- 
ing back to 1929 prices on the thous- 
and dollar items like the rare Calif- 
ornia, Mormon, and other gold is- 
sued from 1849 to 1855.

‘cents, with dates like 1798, 1799 and 


1804 in the foreground. Both for- 
eign and U. S. gold coins are in de- 
mand and there is an unprecedented 
demand for the well known small cent 
rarities, such as the 1856 with flying 
eagle, the 1908 and 1909 S. Mint 
cents, and even for such things as 
1914 D, 1922 D, and 1931 S. mint

The Original Coin-Auction Dog 


Not many collectors will remember 
Hector, my little brindle colored fox 
terrier dog, whom I discovered about 
1915, when I lived back of my store 
at 32 East 23rd Street, New York. 


Hector could walk around on_ hind 
legs, march and counter march, jump 
over a rope and do other stunts, 


which I taught him. Like a good sol- 
dier he obeyed orders. While he did 
not collect coins, he collected bones 
and attended many coin sales, where 
he was patted and petted by such 
notables as the late Henry Chapman, 
Elliott Smith and others well known. 
Hector continued with me when I 
moved, in 1919, to 21 West 35th 
Street, and became there a guard of 
my store and watch-dog at: coin sales. 
He had particular antipathy to a 
medicine bottle and when my father, 
who was then with me, suggested 
that “Hector woula like a nice dose 
of medicine” Hector understood and 
promptly crawled under the safe. 
Hector accompanied me and also coins 
to the Catskill Mountains after I 
bought a farm there and amused him- 
self while I catalogued coins there. 

Finally Hector grew fat and feeble 
as do often such dogs in old age, 
when I farmed him out with a friend 
in the country where he finally died. 
He had been perhaps more closely as- 
sociated with coins, collectors and coin 
sales than any dog who ever lived, 
whatever distinction that may be. 

By 1922 Hector had become such 
a well known character at coin sales 
that Frank C. Higgins made up a 
comical coat of arms for the dog and 
this coat with two crossed bones and

A 
dealer got 50 orders for this cent 
and was only able to fill one order. 
He had only one piece. The market 
seems to be quite clear of this vari- 
ety, which turns out to be about as 
rare as the 1909 S Indian head cent, 
in fact more of the latter than the 
former are being offered. I predict a 
price of $25 for either coin when in 
the best condition in the very near 
future. Cents are some aristocrats, 
eh? The latest furore seems to have 
been started among collectors when 
one eastern dealer offered to pay 
$4.50 for any sort of a decent Lin- 
coln cent of 1909 S. Mint with V.D.B. 
It all shows the competition among 
collectors, They want what the other 
fellow wants.

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Lincoln’s Vocations and Avocations 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


T WAS a many-sided Lincoln who 
took over the Presidency of the 
United States in March, 1861. 
grown up in a day when 
chores were the rule for all country 
and village boys and when chores 
meant tasks that required handiness 
with seores of tools. from bucksaw 
to skinning knife, Abe Lincoln was 
He could do

the ideal kandy man 
any kind of job that needed doing 
and he could do it with such tools 


as were to be had. 
In boyhood’s chores around 
loghouse at Gentryville or in 


the 
the 


glorified executive “chores” of the 
White House at Washington, Lincoln 
could and did do whatever needed 


doing, without finding fault with the 
equipment available. As a boy no 
one heard Abe excusing a poor job 
with the alibi of a poor tool. As a 
President no one heard Father 
Abraham trying to alibi any failure 
of his own by blaming a_ weak 
member of Cabinet or military staff. 

Lincoln had always worked and he 
had worked at whatever task offered, 
and a great variety of tasks did offer. 
Above and beyond the infinite variety 
of jobs he took up as a boy, he took 
any work that offered as he grew to 
man’s stature. 
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To begin no earlier with his voca- 
tions, he secured work on a ferry- 
boat when he was sixteen, and he 
familiarized himself with the ways 
of river craft, learning to handle 
flatboats, “broadhorns,”’ rafts—all 
the early forms of river transporta- 
tion in the pre-steamboat days. He 
was only nineteen when he hired out 
to help take a flatboat load of up- 
river products down the Mississippi 
to New Orleans. On his return trip 
he went to work in a country store, 
weighing pork, measuring calicoes, 
counting eggs—and listening to all 
that went on around him. 

As for avocations, those side oc- 
cupations of the energetic, for him 
they included rough athletics; wrest- 
ling, throwing weights, jumping, 
feats of strength. They included 
reading if you want to call that an 
avocation. Certainly it was more 
than a pastime, more than a super- 
ficial source of entertainment or 
amusement. It was a definite pursuit 
of knowledge he knew he could get 
in no other way in a day when 
schoolmasters were as _ scarce as 
trotting horses and scarcely better 
educated. Lincoln’s vocations were 
always pointed up with ambition and 
they played into the rather definite 
program of his vocations, Vocations 
and avocations, they dovetailed into 
a pattern of steady growth. 

He spent an early quarter of his 
life in the Indiana wilderness where 
he learned all the common crafts and 
occupations of a frontier state, but 
learned them uncommonly well. He 
could do things better than his fellows. 
He was not satisfied with the way he 
did them but sought constantly to do 
the commoner things better as well 
as to do the better things more 
commonly. 

Arrived with his father’s family 
in Illinois in March, 1830, Lincoln’s 
first work was the familiar operation 
of helping build a log cabin and 
clearing the adjacent land. This 
done, he embarked upon a life of 
his own. One of his first jobs was 
acting as clerk at a New Salem 
election. He took a flatboat cargo to 
New Orleans. He came back and 
worked in Denton Offut’s store where

the work was not so time consuming 


as to keep him from studying law 
and history. He entered politics as 
a candidate for the state legislature, 
but before he could get the hang of 
vote getting, he joined a military 
company for the short-lived Black 
Hawk War, so to pick up a little 
elementary knowledge of a soldier’s 
life in the open. He was constantly 
getting new experiences in new 
branches of life’s activities. 

The Indian war over and defeated 
as a candidate for office, he embarked 
upon a mercantile career that lasted 
long enough to give him a title of 
the atmosphere of retailing and a 
close up vision of the ease with which 
a business man may become a busi- 
ness failure. But all the time he was 
learning more about the many phases 
of the comon people’s lives. 

There was no specializing in this. 
It may have been more properly con- 
sidered avocation than vocation, since 
there was no definite path directly 
followed with a certain goal in mind. 
But whether working at a chosen 
and specific job or filling free time 
with indefinite but nevertheless orderly 
educational processes, Lincoln was 
moving ahead frem point to point . 

He became postmaster at New 
Salem, a very minor responsibility. 
Always picking out a route that 
seemed to lead somewhere rather 
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than nowhere in particular, he took 
up surveying. Here he was one who 
would get along, as he always had, 
with whatever equipment was to be 
had and in surveying this meant 
using a long grapevine in lieu of a 
surveyor’s chain. 

He could not read law in a lawyer’s 
office, but he could pick up a set of 
Blackstone’s Commentaries from an 
indigent emigrant, and his vision 
began to clear up as he delved into 
the law. What had begun as an 
interesting avocational bit of read- 
ing became vocational study and 
Abraham Lincoln was on his way to 
an Illinois judiciary circuit. 

He coupled his interest in the law 
with an interest in politics and found 
himself a leader in the minority 
party of the legislature. Marching 
along side by side through eight 
years in the state legislature and two 
years in Congress, Lincoln steadily 
intensified his interest in and _ his 
knowledge of the law and _ politics, 
and if knowledge of politics was to 
be the great factor in bringing him 
to the White House, knowledge of 
the law was to be the great factor 
in making his stay there successful. 

Other avocations along the way had 
found Lincoln trying out a lecture 
about discoveries and inventions, writ- 
ing verses inspired by a mere love 
of rather than a knowledge of rhym- 
ing. He was, as long as he lived, 
an admirer of the printed word, 
whether the serious lines of Shakes- 
pere or the whimsicalities of Artemus 
Ward. He had that valuable ability— 
for a busy and much harassed man— 
of being able to lay aside for a 
moment’s relaxation the serious and 
tragic responsibilities of life and give 
himself over to brief intermissions 
of humor. 

As he once said to his friend, Isaac 
Arnold, M. C., “Mr. Arnold, if I 
could not get occasional respite from

HE CENTURY-OLD Maryland 

Historical Society of Baltimore 

has acquired recently for its fine mu- 

seum an item which I doubt can be 

matched by any museum in the coun- 
try. 

It is a pistol made, in part, at least, 
by James Hunter’s Rappahannock 
Forge arms factory, probably the first 
State armory in these United States.

The Maryland Historical Society’s 
acquisition has a fine, historic back- 
ground. It was carried by Col. Moses 
Rawlings, who entered the Revolu- 
tionary War as a lieutenant in Cap- 
tain Michael Cresap’s company of 
Maryland riflemen. He succeeded to 
the command of this famous unit on 
the death of Cresap. He was captured 
at Fort Washington, escaped, was ex- 
changed and became a Colonel in the 
Maryland Line in August, 1776. 

The pistol] had been preserved in 
Colonel Rawlings’ family until its re- 
cent presentation, with important 
documents of the Colonel, to the His- 
torical Society. The documents them- 
selves tell an important chapter in 
the Revolutionary War and are now 
being catalogued by James W. Fos- 
ter, Director of the Society.

example of what we have come to 
know as ‘“‘presentation pieces.” The 
barrel and stock are too well-fitted 
and well-balanced to permit the the- 
ory that the stock was imported. 

James Hunter began to make arms 
at his foundry at Rappahannock 
Forge in the summer of 1775. In 
June 1776, he exhibited to the Vir- 
ginia Revolutionary Committee sam- 
ple muskets and bayonets. 

These weapons were so well made 
that Hunter won the approval of Pat- 
rick Henry, who became his political 
sponsor and financial backer. And 
the Virginia Legislature made the 
Hunter sample the standard for the 
Dominion and ordered him to produce 
as many as possible within the next 
12 months. 


Five hundred Rappahannock Forge 
muskets were sent to Kentucky in 
1787 to be used in Clarke’s expedi- 
tion against the Indians, but they ar- 
rived too late. The muskets sent to 
Clarke were fitted in many instances 
with English, Dutch and French 
parts, which has led to the theory 
that Hunter may have imported parts 
for his guns. It is much more likely, 
however, that the guns sent to Ken- 
tucky were old weapons which had 
been repaired for shipment West.

The Rappahannock Forge pistol is 
of particular interest to collectors 
and arms students, because Hunter 
got his model from England, instead 
of from France, whence came the in- 
spiration for most of the early Amer- 
ican weapons, 

And just to show how history re- 
peats itself, Jefferson notes that in 
February, 1781, John Strode, who 
was Hunter’s very efficient manager, 
complained to the Virginia Legisla- 
ture that he was forced to close his 
arms plant, because the Army had 
drafted his artisans and seized his 
wagons. The Legislature passed an 
Act exempting the Rappahannock 
Forge mechanics from military ser- 
vice, but the harm had been done.

“Ceremonials” two maces, a serpen- 
tine spatulate, a flint spud, a flint 
head and a 10 inch spear. Collectors 
know of the rareness of maces. The 
spatulate is about 17 inches long, be- 
ing unusual.

From the Texas Panhandle 


NE OF the Chicago collectors 

has received this informative let- 
ter from a collector of 42 years’ 
standing in the Texas Panhandle, and 
thought Indian relic collectors in 
general, would enjoy it. 

“T was raised in the Texas Pan- 
handle, and I have collected Indian 
relics for 42 years. 

“__Have covered all of this part of 
Texas, part of Oklahoma and the 
eastern end of Mexico. Most peopie 
do not realize how much and how 
long people have lived here on these 
plains. We have found camps _ here 
that had Folsom, Yuma and several 
other types of points clear on down 
to the modern steel points. Our 
country is covered with flat lakes that 
are dry most of the time. East and 
southeast of these lakes there is al- 
most always a ridge of high ground 
that is quite a bit higher than the 
surrounding country. On this ridge 
near the south end there is almost 
always the remains of a camp. South 
of the Canadian River these camps 
contain arrowheads’ and _ pottery 
sherds of the Pueblos from the Pecos 
and Rio Grande Valleys. The high 
points along the creeks and along the 
cap rocks have the same camps and 
the same artifacts. North of the riv- 
er we find artifacts that we don’t 
find south of it. The bottom of these 
lakes blew out several inches deep 
during our drought of the early 30’s.

In these lakes we find quite a few 
Folsom and Yuma _ points, mostly 
fragments, but a few complete and 
fine ones. We always find the Fol- 
som and Yuma in the same place; 
wherever we find one, we will find 
the other. I wonder what is the con- 
nection? Also in these lakes will be 
the large buffalo points that, I think, 
must have come from the east some- 
where. There is no flint in this coun- 
try like them. 

“In some of these lakes, we find 
many flakes of flint; some of them 
will weigh a pound or so with or 
without a cutting edge. We find tons 
of flint where the Red Men worked 
and many of their mines where they 
got their flint. This flint is scattered 
for many miles in every directien 
from West Fritch where the main 
deposit is located; also in the bottom 
of these lakes we find the Pueblo 
points and pottery. 

“This country was, for hundreds 
of years, the summer hunting 
ground of the Pueblos. Later the 
Comanches, Kiowas and Apaches; 
but they were late, and _ their 
relics relatively modern. We have

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head of the Brazos River, that is 
our favorite hunting ground. We 
have found many hundreds of the 
small bird type points in this sand, 
some as fine as can be found any- 
where. Some of the material must 
have been brought a long way as 
there is not much stone here to make 
anything. 

“We find a few Folsom and Yuma 
points in these sand hills. Two of 
my best points, one a Folsom and 
the other Yuma, were dug out of a 
gravel pit south of Clovis, N. M. 
They were in a layer of bones that 
contained prehistoric buffalo, camel 
and mastodon bones. I have _ one 
point that came out of a mastodon. 
We find practically no pecked or 
polished axes or celts in this coun- 
try, but we find a few flaked celts 
and axes. We find what we call, first 
axes, occasionally. Generally a good 
sized pebble with a cutting edge 
flaked on one side, makes a nice tool. 
Have found several of what we call 
Corner Tangs. These are always 
beautifully shaped and flaked. Some 
people claim that they were never 
found up here, but we have found 
several in the sand hills in the lakes 
and on the river and one in East 
Colorado and one in West Okla- 
homa. We find many pottery sherds 
all over this country, but at least 
90% or more are Pueblo, a few are 
Apache, a few Caddo (on North 
Plains) and some of the so-called 
Prairie type. 

“T have a nice collection of grave 
pottery, mostly from the Upper Gi- 
la River in New Mexico. We find 
the same pottery south of the river 
and east to the Cap rock, It is all 
broken. 

“We have a few large ruins along 
the Canadian and Wolf Creek in the 
northern Panhandle. These ruins all 
seem to be Caddoan, or the same 
people who lived further down in 
Oklahoma.

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TRAIL OF TECUMSEH 


Y THE TREATY of Greenville 

in 1795, the government wrested 
from the Indians most of what is 
now Ohio, leaving to them the own- 
ership of the remainder of the 
Northwest Territory. 

Before long, however, new cessions 
of land were demanded and obtained, 
while the means of existence for the 
Red Man was little by little being de- 
stroyed. This condition evoked the re- 
markable crusade of Tecumseh and 
his brother, the Prophet, to rescue 
their people from total destruction 
by being deprived of their lands. 

The main object of the crusade was 
to recover the lost hunting grounds. 
To stay the advance of the white 
people, Tecumseh sought to organize 
a tribal confederacy and to establish 
the principle that the land was the 
common property of all the tribes, 
and that no single tribe cede it away. 

Such a crusade meant war and Gov, 
Harrison determined to strike first. 
The Tippecanoe campaign followed, 
and in 1812 the Indian war merged 
into the larger struggle between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
Tecumseh perished at the Thames, 
Oct. 5, 1818, and with him were bur- 
ied the hopes of his race.

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OUR PRIVATE CARNIVAL

VERYBODY KNOWS the old 

saying about great oaks and 
little acorns. At least, any hobbyist 
can tell you there is no truer maxim. 
Many famous collections can be at- 
tributed to an old button found in 
Grandma’s trunk, a_ brow-beaten 
stamp shoved between the pages of 
an encyclopedia, or that rusty powder- 
musket that belonged to Uncle 
Looie’s cousin. 

Just anything may foster a hob- 
by, though, and in my father’s case, 
it was a miniature discarded mech- 
anical clown juggling an umbrella.

Continuing down the midway our 
tour takes us to the children’s carou- 
sel which is equipped with six gal-

ted on a twirling platform. Next to 
the merry-go-round is another car- 
nival “must,” the Merry Mixup with 
its tiny flying swings and red flags. 

The toy gains momentum as it 
turns, causing the swings to stand 
nearly horizontal. 

On the left-hand side of the mid- 
way, directly across from the Mixup 
stands a ferris wheel with five shiny 
buckets swinging perilously from its 
spokes, A sprightly china doll sells 
tickets at a red tin booth nearby. 
Completing the rides is another 
smaller merry-go-round with minia- 
ture pigs and goats instead of hor- 
ses. Each carnival must have its 
“fun for the little tots.” 

Encircling the rides according to 
the usual carnival setup are five red- 
roofed doll houses, supposedly har- 
boring the various sideshows.

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on a stage at the far end of the 
midway, 

Little celluloid dolls dressed in 
pink feathers, a group of trapeze 
artists performing on little steel 
bars, and a troup of Boy Scouts 
demonstrating their skills at wood- 
chopping furnish the free ‘‘come-on” 
show. Here, too, is the comical clown 
which started the whole thing. The 
tent itself, made of cardboard, is 
merely a front decorated with a doz- 
en carnival banners which reach the 
dizzy height of 20 inches. 

Father forgot nothing in his pan- 
orama, not even a milling crowd and 
a little blue-coated cop. Such bizarre 
creatures as gypsy dolls and china 
witches add to the authenticity of a 
typical carnival. Miniature flood- 
lights on poles illuminate the scene. 

How does it all run? Well, I think 
the mechanics found underneath the 
table confuse everyone but father. 
The principle, however, is a homely 
shaft-and-pulley system made of 
spools and rubber bands with each 
ride geared to its own speed.

of a title for a small show may be 
the availability of paper, the collec- 
tive name for advertising material in 
the circus fraternity. Paper is one of 
the big items of daily expense of any 
circus. 

Perhaps a paper house or an owner 
of a defunct circus has a large quan- 
tity of paper on hand with a title 
printed on it, which may be acquired 
at a fraction of its original cost. So 
the show owner adopts the title for 
his circus so that the paper may be 
utilized without crosslining, which 
means pasting a new title over the 
old on the posters. 

Whether by chance or by design 
there have been circus titles devised 
that appear in type to be similar to 
other titles which have adorned large 
and popular circuses, suggesting im- 
itation in an effort to cash in on the 
popularity of titles with prestige, a 
trick often used in the manufacture 
of trademarked merchandise in many 
fields, 

So the circusiana collector must in- 
dulge in considerable research to ac- 
quaint himself with the many and 
varied titles that have played prom- 
inent parts in circus history. But af- 
ter all, that is part of the charm of 
collecting, be it circusiana or what- 
not. 
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Librarians’ Show 


Ranging from  boogie-woogie to 
cookie cutters, the hobbies of mem- 
bers of the staff of the Minneapolis 
Public Library were displayed pub- 
licly for more than a month recently. 

The collection of boogie-woogie be- 
longed to Mrs. Dorothy Linder, head 
of the Music Department, who oc- 
casionally startles a patron, confirmed 
in the traditional ideas concerning 
musie librarians, by her knowledge 
of “jumpin’ jive.” 

Carl Vitz, chief librarian, contri- 
buted his collection of some 50 to 60 
cookie cutters, demonstrating their 
effectiveness by actual cookies baked 
by Mrs. Vitz. Their entry consisted 
of a cookie calendar with cats and 
witches for October, turkeys for No- 
vember, Santas and Christmas trees 
for December and so on around the 
year. 

Collected over a period of years, 
the cutters reflect war time economy. 
Recent additions are of plastic in- 
stead of metal. 


Another staff member came in with 
a collection of buttons which had the 
additional value, besides their intrin- 
sic worth, of having belonged for the 
most part to members of her family. 
Uniform buttons made of old coins, 
painted china buttons of the gay 
90’s, innocent looking ivory buttons 
from China which unscrew to reveal 
a pair of dice—these were a few of 
the treasures on her mounts. Center 
of her entry was an old button box. 
Made of buttons collected during the 
Civil War by her mother and aunt; 
the box itself was covered with them 
in 1873 by the aunt. 


One case was filled with books, and 
another with Majolica pottery. There 
were carved and cast and moulded 
birds collected by the Director of 
the Science Museum who insists that 
all additions to her collection be au- 
thentic models. 


A family tree sprouting books 
came from an Art Department librar- 
ian. Long interested in genealogy, 
she clothes the bare bones of her 
family history by collecting books 
which give the social life and history 
of the times in which her ancestors 
lived. Thus, any book laid in a par- 
ticular locality at the time a branch 
of her family lived there is fair 
game for hobby hunt. 


Nor were handicrafts neglected. A 
county librarian came up with an- 
tique irons and wooden buckets paint- 
ed in gay Pennsylvania Dutch mo- 
tifs and a footstool with a hooked 
top. Another contributed metal work 
in pewter and copper.

PETTUS Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 
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E BEARETH for Arms: Gules a 

fesse argent between 3 annulets 
or Crests: (1) A hammer erect ar- 
gent handle or. (2) Out of a ducal 
coronet or, a demi-lion argent hold- 
ing a spearhead gules headed of the 
first. 
























This description of the Pettus 
Coat-of-Arms is registered in 
Burke’s “General Armory” and his 


“Book of Crests,” and in Crozier’s 
“Virginia Heraldica.” 

Crozier says: “Col. Thomas Pet- 
tus is believed to have been the 
grandson of Sir John Pettus of Nor- 
wich, Norfolk. He patented land in 
James City County in 1643 and 1645, 
in the latter year being a member 
of the council. His first wife was 
Elizabeth, widow of Richard Dur- 
rent, and his second wife Mourning 
—who afterward married James 
Bray of the Council. The de- 
cendants of Col. Thos. Pettus have 
been distinguished in the history of 
the state.” 

Referring to “Sir John,” one de- 
scendant records that Thomas is the 
son of Sir John. They could both be 
right, but, in checking Burke’s 
“Extinct Baronetcies,” neither looks 
probable. However, there were many 
Johns and Thomases, and many 
“Sirs,” and as Burke gives mainly 
the line of the eldest son or succes- 
sor, and it was usually a younger 
son who did not inherit the estate 
who came to America, Thomas 
might have been a son whose line 
is not mentioned in this record. 

In my “Book of Knights,” I find 
John Pettus knighted in Guild Hall 
Nov. 25, 1641. 

As Norfolk is the only county in 
which the Pettus family is recorded, 


and the Coat-of-Arms is very anc- 
ient, having been granted before 
“Sir John,” there can be no doubt 
Col. Thos. Pettus and his descend- 
ants are eligible to its use as a fam- 
ily emblem. 

A Theodore Pettus, Gentleman, of 
Norwich Co., Norfolk, is registered 
in Virginia as early as 1623. 

The Virginia Colonial Register 
says that Thomas Pettus of “Little- 
ton,” James City County, Va., was 
born in England, died after 1660 in 
Virginia. He was on the Council, his 
name first appearing in 1641. 

Another Thomas was in the Vir- 
ginia Assembly from 1769 for sev- 
eral years. 

“Early Virginia Immigrants” in 
the preface, states that the records 
of landings were so inadequate that 
the safest way to trace to a colon- 
ial ancestor was by consulting the 
land grants, and the author had 
compiled them for the convenience of 
searchers. In 16438 land passed 
from Capt. Thomas Pettus to Thom- 
as Pettus, Jr. 

In the very early history of the 
family, among the intermarriages 
were the Oteys, Hopkins, Overtons 
and Cosarts. 

“Thomas” and “John” follow 
through American branches too, and 
a Lieut. John was in the Revolution, 
enlisting from Virginia.

The Coat-of-Arms 

Translated into non-Heraldic 

terms: a red (gules) fesse charged 


with a silver (argent) horizontal 
band across’ the center (fesse), 
which lies between 8 gold (or) 


rings, or annulets. There are 2 
crests: one, a silver (argent) ham- 
mer with a gold (or) handle, and 
standing straight or erect; the 
other, a gold ducal coronet from 
which issues a_ silver demi-lion, 
holding a red (gules) spearhead, 
headed of gold (“of the first’ color 
named in the crest). 

This Coat-of-Arms is drawn in 
color code, the markings: red, ver- 


tical lines; gold, dotted; silver, 
plain, 
The fesse is a horizontal band 


placed horizontally across the center 
of the shield, and occupying  one- 
third of its surface, It is the military 
girdle of honor, and one of the nine 
so-called honourable ordinaries, 
large straight-sided symbols first 
used when the men encased in armor 
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needed to be identified on the field. 

The annulet, or ring, as a sym- 
bol of faithfulness to a cause, comes 
to our attention first in the story 
of Pharaoh placing the ring on the 
finger of Joseph, who had been so 
faithful and efficient in handling the 
food situation during the _ seven 
years of famine in Egypt. Since 
that time the ring has been con- 
sidered the emblem of fidelity. 

Hammers are symbolical of an in- 
dustrious person, particularly in the 
building profession. 

The, lion is the king of beasts 
and is emblematical of service to 
his country and deathless courage, 

The spearhead, denoting prepara- 
tion for service, and the ducal 
coronet indicating service in the 
court of the duke, complete the 
symbolism of this crest. 

It is rather uncommon for a 
family to have two crests, but it 
usually occurs when two outstanding 
honors have been granted to the 
bearer after he has received the 
grant of the shield. Or, it might be 
granted to the son or grandson of 
the original bearer, when this _per- 
son preferred to add to instead of 
substitute for, the first crest. 

Seldom do we see the name Pet- 
tus outside of Virginia, but those 
who hold it, and those whose lines 
cross with it, probably all may trace 
to this early colonial family of good 
name in Virginia.

COWRIES 


By HELEN E. PETERS 


ERHAPS the most widely known 
and most used of all shells is the 
Cowry. Found in nearly all tropical 
waters, in one form or another, the 
highly polished ovate shells lend 
themselves to many uses, from orna- 
mental decorations and jewelry, to 
money. At one time, these shells were 
in great demand by collectors, and 
some species, the Spotted Cowry for 
example, are still comparatively rare. 
The smaller varieties of cowries 
have been used for personal adorn- 
ment for centuries. They decorated 
the skin jackets worn in Borneo, and 
the clothing of the American Indians. 
They are used for bracelets, buttons, 
brooches, beads, and small charms 
at the present time. 


The large and beautiful Tiger 
Cowry often graced grandmother’s 
mantel.

The use of another variety as 
money dates to antiquity. According 
to Julia Rogers, in the Shell Book, 
they were found in the mins of 
Nimrud. They were used in Yunnan 
in the thirteenth century, and are 
mentioned in Hindoo books of the 
seventh century. They are still used 
by certain African tribes. 

When early Dutch and English 
traders learned of their monetary 
value, they lost no time in gathering 
great ship-loads of them and rushing 
to Africa. Here the natives eagerly 
exchanged ivory, palm oil and slaves 
for the coveted Money Cowries, and 
the traders amassed huge fortunes.

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The Humming-bird 


— close to perfection in 

flight has been achieved by the 
tiny hummingbird whose small but 
relatively powerful wings make pos- 
sible speeds of close to 50 miles an 
hour and ability to maneuver in the 
air probably superior to that of any 
other flying creature. 

This is explained by Dr. Winsor 
M. Tyler in a bulletin of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, in which are de- 
scribed the habits of the familiar 
ruby-throated humming bird of Amer- 
ican gardens, the only species ever 
encountered in the Eastern United 
States. 

The little creature’s wing beats 
sometimes are at a rate of 75 a sec- 
ond, he explains. It can take off from 
a perch in about seven-hundredths of 
a second. It can stand almost still in 
the air with about 55 wing strokes a 
second. 

Perhaps’ the 
achievement in aviation,

however, is its ability to fly back- 
ward. This has often been reported 
and as often questioned as pos- 


sible, put photographic te que 
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have shown that the reverse flight is 
an actuality. This is explained as fol- 
lows: 

“In backing away from a flower or 
feeding tube the humming bird stands 
almost vertically in the air with its 
tail pointing downward and a little 
forward. In this pose its wings beat 
horizontally, and what would be the 
downward half of each complete wing 
stroke if the bird’s axis were parallel 
to the ground forces the air forward, 
away from the bird’s breast in its 
upright position, and drives the bird 
backward. Then, on the return half- 
stroke, the whole wing is rotated at 
the shoulder joint so that its upper 
surface strikes the air, and, driving 
it downward, balances the pull of 
gravity.” 

Other sidelights on the handsome 
little creature’s ways of life are ex- 
plained by Dr. Tyler: 

The humming bird’s spring migra- 
tion northward keeps pace with the 
opening of its favorite flowers. Some- 
times this seems so closely regulated 
that the migrants arrive in a locality 
the very day the first blossom ap- 
pear. 

Males and females usually migrate 
in separate groups. For that matter, 
they remain apart most of the time, 
except for brief mating periods. The 
humming bird is a confirmed bachelor. 

The nest is a model of bird artis- 
try, lined with soft plant down and 
covered on the outside with bits of 
lichen. It is usually entirely the work 
of the female. The male, unlike many 
birds, disdains domestic duties. 

The newly hatched bird is no big- 
ger than a pea and entirely naked. 
The young probably are born blind. 
Growth is very rapid, and in less 
than two weeks the young hummers 
are almost as big as their parents 
and able to leave the nest to shift 
for themselves. 


Like the bee the humming bird is 
a sipper of nectar from blossoms, but 
a good part of its food consists of 
insects. Presumably it was originally 
exclusively an insect eater, special- 
izing on those types likely to be 
found around blossoms. In this en- 
vironment the bird has acquired an 
unappeasable taste for sweets. A 
single individual has been observed 
to devour two teaspoonfuls of sugar

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daily. A human being with a compar- 
able capacity would devour close to 
50 pounds. 

They show a strong preference for 
red flowers. This, Dr. Tyler believes, 
is not due to the attractivness of the 
color per se but to the fact that it 
is always the most striking against 
a green background. 

Humming birds are far from peace- 
ful neighbors and often seem to be 
nervous and irritable. They are in- 
tolerant both to each other and to 
other birds. In spite of their smail- 
ness they will attack much larger 
birds who invade their neighborhood, 
relying on their marvelous dexterity 


of flight to win the conflicts. The — 


special form of attack against a larg- 
er bird is a form of ‘‘dive bombing.” 

Toward man these birds usually 
are friendly. They can be attracted 
in large numbers to gardens where 
sugar and water are provided for 
them. 

The song is high-pitched and has 
a petulant quality, reflecting the 
bird’s irritable nature. Sometimes the 
notes are angry-sounding, mouse-like 
squeals. A lone bird usually is silent,

Collecting 
Wisconsin Proverbs 


URING the past year a committee 

of members of the Wisconsin 
Folklore Society has been making a 
collection of household and industrial 
proverbs in use in Wisconsin for the 
American Dialect Society. A similar 
project is being carried on in each 
state in the United States. In Wis- 
consin this valuable work is progress- 
ing under the direction of Dr. Charles 
E. Brown, president of the Wisconsin 
Society. In gathering these proverbs, 
the Society is receiving the assistance 
of the University, colleges, schools 
and numerous interested citizens. To 
date about one thousand of these tra- 
ditional sayings have been gathered. 
These are those in use in English- 
speaking communities throughout the 
state. The greater part of them were 
brought to the state by settlers from 
New England, New York and Penn- 
sylvania. Some others came with 
miners and settlers from Kentucky, 
Southern Illinois and Missouri. Some 
were coined in Wisconsin. 

The collection of the household say- 
ings of the German, Scandinavian, 
Dutch, Belgian, and Polish and other 
European groups of the state is also 
being undertaken. 

In recent months the Wisconsin 
Folklore Society, Madison, Wis., has 
published a number of additional Wis- 
consin folktale booklets. These are 
“‘Winabozho,” a collection of Chippe- 
wa Indian tales, legends and myths 
of the Great Lakes hero-god; “Bear 
Tales,” a selection of the best old 
bear stories of northern and central 
Wisconsin, “Bluenose Brainerd,” 
yarns of the home life of that noted 
Chippewa Valley woodsman, and 
“Ben Hooper,” pioneer settlers’ rural 
tall tales of southeastern Wisconsin. 

Three new Paul Bunyan booklets 
have also appeared. These are “Paul 
Bunyan Classics,” a collection of the 
best original logging tales of the 
years 1850 to 1885, “Johnny Inksling- 
er,’ Bunyan’s trusty camp clerk tales, 
and “Brimstone Bill,” Bunyan’s fa- 
mous straw boss yarns. A number of 
other similar booklets will be pub- 
lished during the present year. These 
booklets are in wide use in the United 
States in vacation camps in fireside 
and campfire storytelling.

somewhere in one of the yellowed 
files of the Chicago dailies of that 
time you will find the coroner’s re- 
port, wherein he mentioned that 
more persons were kicked to death 
by horses during the year than were 
killed by automobiles. 

Peter W. Rooney, Chicago police- 
man, is among those who finds great 
enjoyment in the collecting of old 
newspapers. His collection shows, via 
the printed word, that in the winter 
of 1802, a thief broke in the foundry 
of Paul Revere and stole some furn- 
ace parts, and collector Rooney 
thinks that the story describing the 
theft of the Paul Revere furnace 
parts, as per the Columbian Sentinel, 
Boston, 1802, had a sentence in it 
that must have aided law enforce- 
ment in that city.

In these stirring days, early Ameri- 
can newspapers which tell of the 
death of Washington and his wife, 
the eye witness stories of the Boston 
Tea Party and the arrival in this 
country of General Lafayette, make 
excellent “contemporary” reading.

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DEVELOPING A COLLECTION 


By WILLIAM L. FORSEK 


: i FACT that I have not seen 
any articles recently, pertaining 
to mineral hobbies in the mineralogy 
section of HOBBIES, has prompted me 
to set down these notes on my col- 
lection and my system of mounting. 

I started my collection approxi- 
mately three years ago, when a 
young lady in my office decided to 
clean out her desk drawer. Among 
her papers was a little box contain- 


ing souvenirs which she had obtained 
on a trip to the west. A specimen of 
Fool’s gold, gold ore and Galena, 
three little pieces of stone, which 
were going to be destroyed, started 
me out on my hobby as a mineral 
collector. These colorful ores attract- 
ed my attention and I asked her to 
give them to me. She did, and thus 
began my search for others. 

Next, I subscribed to the HOBBIES

Magazine, then I wrote for lists. 
From these, I chose the most common 
minerals and worked on up to some of 
the rarer ones. At the present time, 
I have more than 300 specimens in 
my collection. Among those I treas- 
ure most is a piece of copper ore 
from the Belgian Congo in Africa, 
brought back to me by a young man 
in the U.S. Army; a stone from the 
Rock of Gibralter; a piece of lava 
from Hawaii, brought to me by a U. 
S. Naval Officer, and a Tarawa Cat’s 
Eye given to me as a Christmas gift 
by my office friends. I have others 
given to me as souvenirs, which my 
friends obtained on trips throughout 
the United States. Also in my collec- 
tion is a group of more than 25 dif- 
ferent types of marble from all over 
the world. My specimens were stored 
away in boxes, so I decided to find a 
way to mount them. I chose a method 
which turned out to be most satis- 


factory. 
I purchased a sheet of plywood and 
cut it into panels, approximately 


twelve inches square. On the face of 
the panel, I attached a piece of black 
velvet by means of tacks (the velvet 
was cut from a discarded photog- 
rapher’s back drop). Next I sorted 
my specimens and placed them on the 
panel in the order which I wanted 
them. A hole was drilled at the top 
and bottom of each stone through 
which I ran a piece of silvered wire.

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The ends of the wires were twisted 
together on the back of the panel 
with a pair of pliers until the spec- 
imen was held tight. 

Under each specimen I tacked a 
description, which was typed on a tab, 
over which was placed a piece of 
cellophane to protect the surface. 
When my panel was complete, I cut 
a piece of black cardboard the size 
of the panel and attached it to the 
back by means of four small screws 
and washers, one in each corner. 
This type of mounting can be handled 
without fear of the specimens becom- 
ing loose and it also protects your 
hands from becoming scratched by 
the loose ends of the wires. Each 
panel is keyed to an index: in which 
I list the specimen on each board 
and a detailed explanation containing 
the mineral contents of each. 

I have found much enjoyment in 
my study of mineralogy and have 
spent many pleasant hours on my 
hobby, especially during the long 
winter evenings. 

I hope this brings to our corner of 
HosBBIES more articles in regard to 
collectors of minerals and how they 
are displayed to their best advantage.

“All Ameriean”’ 
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“White Lead” Ore 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 

The most common ore of lead is 
galena, an extremely heavy, black 
mineral with which every student of 
the earth sciences is familiar. It is 
commonly formed by hydrochemical 
reactions but sometimes nature 
changes her solutions a little and 
some other mineral results. Perhaps 
there is limestone in the vicinity and 
some of the water that seeps through 
it becomes carbonated.In this case 
the carbonate of lead is precipitated 
or carbonated waters may flow 
past a deposit of galena and cause 
some of it to change to the carbonate. 

Lead carbonate is known as cerus- 
site, or sometimes as “white lead 
ore’, the white lead used as a pig- 
ment being a hydrate-carbonate, when 
it isn’t barite which some chiseler 
has substituted because it is cheaper 
and adds to his profits. Cerussite is 
a very heavy mineral because it is 
77.5 per cent lead, which makes it a 
valuable ore. It is to be looked for in 
the oxidized zones of lead veins al- 
though it is sometimes found as a re- 
placement in limestone. 

Cerussite can be tested rather eas- 
ily. Its great weight will always make 
one suspect that it is a lead mineral 
and if some of it is powdered and 
dropped into a weak solution of ni- 
tric acid, it will fizz, showing that 
it is a carbonate. If a littl of the 
powder is placed on a charcoal block 
and a blowpipe flame directed upon 
it, it will melt readily and give a 
button of pure lead.

Emeralds and Rubies 


“Uncle Ray,” a columnist for the 
Chicago Daily News, presented some 
stimulating thoughts on two precious 
stones recently. Said he: 

“Which precious stone would you 
pick as the most costly in the world? 

“Many persons, I believe, would 
say the diamond. Yet of all precious 
stones, the deep green emerald and 
the rich red ruby rank at the top 
in price. 

“One emerald, described as ‘very 
perfect,’ had a weight of six carats 
and was sold for $5,000, A diamond 
of that size usually would sell for a 
fraction of that sum. 

“One reason for the value of the 
emerald is the fact that it is rare, 
There are mines in several countries, 
but they produce only small amounts. 
Emeralds of light shades are much 
less valuable than those which have 
a deep green color, Even the deep 
green stones differ a great deal in 
value, depending on their flaws. A 
large one without a single flaw may 
be described ag a jewel almost be- 
yond price. 

“Emeralds have a history which 
goes far back into ancient times. 
They were sold on the market in 
Babylon 6,000 years ago, and they 
were prized by the kings of Egypt. 
In Egypt today there are the re 
mains of old emerald mines. 

“It may be that Egypt was the 
place from which the Roman emper- 
or, Nero, obtained a certain emerald. 
This stone seems to have been cut and 
sanded down until it made a lens of 
light green color. 

“A Roman historian tells us that 
Nero used his emerald lens while 
watching fights on the arena. He was 
near-sighted, and the lens may have 
served him very much as _ eyeglasses 
serve people today. Perhaps the 
greenish color was “restful” to him 
as he watched gladiators strike one 
another down. 

“Old-time gem merchants some 
times made up poetry to tell about 
the charms of jewels. One verse runs 
like this: 

“Who that beholds the light of day.

Gold Mining Center 
Ghost Town Now 


Although the town of Nelson, Nev., 
has experienced three gold rush 
booms, there are only 14 persons liv- 
ing there now, says a recent report. 
When the war arrived, and with it a 
federal order listing gold mining as 
a non-essential operation, the village 
became a ghost town for the third 
time in its history. 

When gold was discovered in near- 
by Eldorado canyon, in the eighties, 
several big mines opened near Nelson. 
That boom began to peter out in a 
decade, and the town suffered its 
first attack of depopulation 

The second wave of prosperity be- 
gan about 1910, when the big Tech- 
atticup and Eldorado River mines 
were opened. But the price of gold 
dropped and made workings unprofi- 
able. Miners moved out, and not un- 
til 1934 did Nelson become a boom 
town again when several of the larg- 
er mines renewed operations. Up un- 
til 1941 about 600 lived there, but 
the federal order limiting equipment 
of gold mines made the place a ghost 
town once more.

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AN ELEPHANT CIRCUS IN A BOOKCASE 


By ANNAMAE WINSHIP 


AN ELEPHANT a month for 22 
years! 

That is the story behind the de- 
velopment of the elephant collection 
of Mrs. George A. Winship, Oregon. 
On Christmas day, 1922, Mrs. Win- 
ship gave her husband-to-be a group 
of five black metal elephants as a 
joke but they became the nucleus for 
the collection of 288 elephants which 
Mrs. Winship now owns. Even the 
war has been unable to prevent Mrs. 
Winship from adding to her models, 
though it has slowed up the rate of 
increase. 

Variety is found in abundance in 
this interesting collection. From In- 
dia there is a hand-carved teakwood 
model, from China a blue finger-nail 
animal, and from Oregon one made 
on order by a pottery manufacturer, 
to mention but a few. Some are works 
of art, others are ugly beyond be- 
lief. Many have interesting stories 
behind them, such as “Minerva.” A 
few are useful, such as vases, book- 
ends, and salt and pepper shakers. 
Most are only ornamental. 

The elephants vary extremely in 
size. The smallest, handcarved of 
white bone, is 3/16 of an inch tall 
and % of an inch long. The largest, 
a velour model, stands two feet tall 
and three feet long. It is a novelty 
on which young children delight to 
sit. 


Colors range from realistic shades 
of gray to mottled shades of purple; 
from black to bright blue. Several are 
covered with hand painted flowers. 
Many times the color of the original 
wood is preserved. 


The collection is catalogued in ten 
different classes: bone, china, cloth, 
glass, metal, miscellaneous, pottery, 
salt and pepper shakers, stone, and 
wood. Pottery elephants lead with a 
total of 72. 

The most unusual member of the 
metal class is the bronze “elephant 
bar.” Just what the name implies, 
this hollow, 10 inch elephant is made 
of bronze and is lined with glass in 
order to hold liquid. One ear has a 
cork on the end; this pulls out so 
that the liquid may be poured in the 
ear. The liquid is extracted by touch- 
ing the end of the trunk with the 
edge of a glass. The “bar” has a 
finely finished teakwood base. 

Since the war, novelty dealers don’t 
have supplies coming from the Far 
East as in former years, says Mrs. 
Winship. Instead, hobbyists get a 
much better selection in American 


made articles, including pieces from 
South America. Mrs. Winship has 
examples of fine Brazilian art in a 
hand-carved elephant made from an 
unusual tropical wood. 

Mrs. Winship doesn’t believe a com- 
mon superstition that a model ele- 
phant is lucky if its trunk is up and 
unlucky if it is down. She considers 
some of hers which have their trunks 
down to be better in all respects than 
those with their trunks in the air. 

“Minerva,” an important member 
of the collection, is a ‘‘native” of 
Czechoslovakia. She is made of a fine 
grade of china, is peach color and 
wears a wreath of forget-me-nots a- 
round her head. It seems that there 
was an old legend about such an ele- 
phant who wore the wreath and was 
not happy unless it was on her head. 

Most of Mrs. Winship’s 45 bone 
elephants are small molded ones of 
various shapes and sizes. One which 
is especially outstanding is about 
three and one-half inches tall, stands 
with its left foot extended and its 
trunk high in the air holding a mon- 
key. The elephant is a natural gray 
tone and the monkey a brown shade. 
The elephant is mounted on a teak- 
wood base. 

The collection includes six sets of 
elephant book ends. One is _hand- 
carved of teakwood and was imported 
from Ceylon. Another is made of 
bronze, each in a sitting position 
reading a New York Times. These 
were made in New York. 

The collection also contains ten 
pair of salt and pepper shakers. One 
pair is gold-plated china with each 
subject in a semi-standing position. 

Novelty elephants such as ‘‘Dum- 
bo”and “Elmer the Elephant” also 
have a place in the collection in the 
form of soap and pottery figures. 


Not counted with the number of 
elephants, Mrs. Winship has 58 pins, 
necklaces, and bracelets. One neck- 
lace contains 36 plastic elephants; a 
pin is handmade of Mexican silver. 

As far as collecting elephants goes, 
Mrs. Winship feels that about the 
“only future” to be found in them is 
the joy and interest she gains. It is 
a stimulating hobby because it brings 
the collector in contact with intelli- 
gent and worth-while individuals in- 
terested in art. 

At the present time the number of 
elephants Mrs. Winship receives has 
been decreased and instead of about 
one new one a month as in former 
days, she receives a new one about 
every six or eight weeks.

a railroad worker, has taken a lik- 
ing to views dealing with railroad 
trains, stations, and other history 
pertaining to the railroad. Besides 
just liking this branch of collecting, 
he uses the cards to show the devel- 
opement of transportation in our 
country.
